Plan Will Aid 


Honest Bookers, Says Weber 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Bookers’ com- 
missions will be guaranteed, honest em- 
Ployers will be protected against con- 
tract violations by bookers and musi- 
clans, and bookers will be held responsi- 
ble for maintaining union conditions 
when the American Federation of Musi- 
cians’ system to franchise the country’s 
700 band bookers goes thru late in Sep- 
tember. After mulling over the idea 
the past four years and after repeated 
introduction of resolutions at. conven- 
tions, the AFM has definitely decided 
to go ahead and try a franchise system 
patterned’ after the Equity agent plan. 
The executive board has okehed the 
idea, and President Joseph N. Weber is 
working out the details. 

Weber denied vigorously that “outside 
influences” had anything to do with the 
Plan. Without mentioning anyone by 
name, he denied the report that the 
Music Corporation of America had pro- 
moted the idea to squeeze out the little 
offices. J. C. Stein, the MCA’s presi- 
dent, is also a musicians’ union dele- 
gate from Waukegan, Ill., and has been 
advocating the idea at conventions right 
along. 

Weber says economic conditions held 
back the AFM’s desire to institute the 
franchise system. “We must do some- 


to put a stop to the lowering of 


the musicians’ wage scales thru keen 
competition of booking agencies,” says 
Weber, blaming the bookers for hich- 
pressuring musicians into accepting un- 
der-scale wages. In the desperate scram- 
ble to tie up jobs, he says, the bookers 
ignore prevailing union scales. Bookers 
who want to be fair are squeezed out of

Despite its naive name, reminiscent of an 
obsolete wisecrack of the Victorian era, 
the Hot Air Club commands the repect- 
ful attention of all claiming relation 
with showmanship. 


Old Guard Assembles 


Last Sunday (July 28) its personnel 
—the old guard that rendered the theater 
articulate in its scramble for cash cus- 
tomers before the turn of the century, 
and that has actively continued that 
function ever since—assembled in a hide- 
away near Asbury Park for its 36th con- 
secutive annual clambake and gabfest. 
Think of it, for more than a third of a 
century, year after year, a crowd of show- 
men have gathered in fraternal associa- 
tion to feast, exchange ideas and to renew 
frieudships jeopardized by intrequency of 
contact. 

“They get together to rewrite the show 
business,” some wiseheimer declared in 
the long ago. 

“They give each other a swell head 
thru verbal buildups and go away happy 
for another year,” a modern sharpshooter 
affirmed. 


Publicists Maintain Mystery 


Neither statement can have the slight- 
est element of truth. Whatever the pur- 
poses, rites and ceremonies of the occa- 
sion may be, they remain a mystery to 
one and all outside the charmed circle. 
Incomprehensible as it may seem, no 
whisper illuminating the subject has 
ever found publication. Even the key- 
hole columnists nave failed to crack the 
self-imposed silence of the praise agents, 
or publicists. This letter probably af- 
fords the first occasion that the organi- 
zation’s name has appeared in type, save 
for the printed invitations that go forth 
to a hand-picked personnel each year. 

But do not assume that I am going 
to crack open the secrets of the cult for 
your benefit. I couldn’t if I wanted to, 
for regardless of the honor of having re- 
ceived an invitation, it was out of the 
question for your stooge to traverse three 
States to attend the powwow. 


How Come So Much Gelt 


The moral of the tale is that show 
business can’t be so dead and deeply 


buried as is widely assumed when a 
qualified crowd can be assembled for 
such a trip and can take it. The last 
two words have reference to the assess- 
ment of $5 per copy for lobsters and such. 
Also, it was borne into my consciousness 
that motion picture and the legitimate 
theater can’t be so terribly far apart 
when two department heads on my staff 
are veteran Hot Airers. 

These—Frank McGrann, who came to 
Columbia Pictures as Director of Ex- 
ploitation at the turn of the year after 
long service with touring Shubert shows, 
and Ben H, Atwell, in his third year as 
our Directer of Publicity, after long asso- 
ciation with Shubert enterprises and 
every type of legitimate stage endeavor, 
including grand opera management—are 
mere youngsters as compared with some 
of the fellows who come from long dis- 
tances to be on hand for the Hot Air 
meet. 

The roster of its officers is in itself 
arresting. R. Victor Leighton, head of 
an independent booking office for attrac- 
tions and American representative of 
the Irish Players, Dublin, is president. D. 
W. (Doc) Haynes, for many years in 
charge of George Tyler’s extensive the- 
atrical enterprises in the latter’s heyday, 
is secretary. Robert Campbell is treaurer. 


A Boastful Showman 


Robert Campbell will tell you—as he 
probably told the lads on Sunday—that 


; the legitimate theater is not only far 


from dead, but that it is blessed with life 
everlasting. He certainly should know, 
for the gentleman thus tenderly placed 
on the pan is none other than “Long 
Bob” Campbell, most amiable and sym- 
pathetic of oidtimers entitled to such 
complimentary reference, and one born 
to the theater. A son of the famous 
American playwright, Bartley Campbell, 
Bob devoted the span of an ordinary life- 
time to trouping. Now he is devoting 
another (and all hands hope it will be 
even longer) to working for those with 
whom he formerly trouped. 


A Great Man in a Great Spot 


Despite his cheery disposition and 
juvenile smile Bob Campbell isn’t exactly 
a boy scout, but his lanky legs cover 
more ground than those of the average 
young hustler as he dashes about the 
country raising money for the Actors’ 
Fund, of which he is secretary. Very 
few of us have any very definite compre- 
hension of the significance or scope of 
the Actors’ Fund of America, but some 
idea may be had from knowing that it 
spends approximately $200,000 a year for 
the relief of sick, disabled and aged 
showfolk, and that the institution is a 
pacemaker for economic administration, 
with costs of only 16 cents per dollar, 
including the maintenance of a home 
for the aged. 


This is a labor of love for Bob. His 
father was one of the founders of the 
Actors’ Fund. Joseph Jefferson, Lawrence 
Barrett, William J. Florence, Louis Ald- 
rich, Lester Wallack, A. M. Palmer, Au- 
gustus Daly, Edwin Harrigan, Frank S. 
Chanfrau, William Henderson and other 
big shots of the theater of that time 
joined in creating something that is 
proving a blessing to many a hard- 
pressed trouper today. 


For Virtue’s Sake 


A hint of the Campbell nature is de- 
cipherable on the moss-grown monument 
on the grave of the playwright in Pitts- 
burgh. Jt is a speech from his famous 
classic, The White Slave. 

“Rags are royal raiment when worn 
for virtue’s sake.” 

Another Campbell, John, is an active 
Hot Airist. John enjoys fame in his own 
right as the first type agent owing to his 
resemblance to Bob in respect to physical 
build. When the practice of casting for 
type just obtained foothold in the theater 
a Broadway hit, Daddy Long Legs, was 
sent out for a tour and consistency nomi- 
nated John for the post of avant-courier. 


Those Were the Days! 


A flock of names that will bring smiles 
of recollection to your readers, Sugar, 
graced Sunday’s affair. The executive 
committee discloses A. M. (“Musty”’) 
Miller, a showman whose services were 
long enjoyed by Charles Frohman, Jacob 
Litt, Cohan & Harris, George Tyler, the 
Selwyns and other eminent producers;

Washington N ational Theater 
Suggested; No Tie With ANT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Another na- 
ional theater plan cropped up this week 
when the Federal Arts Committee, 
headed by E. F. Naulty, technical coun- 
cil and secretary of the group, laid be- 
fore the District of Columbia Commis- 
sioners a project to erect a huge Fed- 
eral academy of the arts of the stage 
on Columbia Island, facing the Vir- 
ginia side of the Potomac across the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge. Plans call 
for a building which, it is estimated, 
would take several million dollars to 
erect, and which has provisions for 
four theaters with a total seating ca- 
pacity of 10,000. 


Committee said Washington was 
chosen as a cultural center because it 


is the goal of all classes of citizens, 
and plans would be made for presenta- 
tion of drama, opera, ballet, concerts, 
etc., thruout the year. Only group 
definitely tied up as yet, however, is 
the Children’s Theater, whose head, 
Ethel C. Randall, showed the commis- 
sioners how her project would become 
identified with the larger plan. Naulty 
figured that the theaters, with 10,000 
paying customers a day, would be self- 
supporting, and would take in enough 
to allow for hiring the best possible 
artists in all fields. He did not ex- 
plain, however, where the 10,000 cus- 
tomers were to come frum.

Michigan Agencies 
Limited to 4 Men 


DETROIT, Aug. 3.—With the list of 


licensed booking agencies its largest in 
history, Michigan moved this week to 
restrict the size of bocking staffs. Wes- 
son Dickinson, superintendent of pri- 
vate employment bureaus, has issued an 
order to all theatrical agencies that they 
employ no more than four field or con- 
tact men. This does not, of course, ap- 
ply to the office staff proper. It does, 
however, include the owner, who may 
have only three other field men if he 
works outside himself. 

Some of the offices which have been 
employing up to about a dozen men will 
be hard hit by the new ruling. Ap- 
parently, some time may be granted for 
adjustment to the new ruling, however. 

Explaining the reasons for this regu- 
lation, Clarence R. Shaw, deputy ad- 
ministrator, says: “Having 8 or 10 
bookers or field men working out of one 
licensed office is just evasion of the 
purpose of the licensing act. We have 
established four as the practicable limit 
for this State.” So far his idea has been

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Local drama, 
music and vaudeville relief departments 
have been brought under the United 
States Works Progress Administration of 
New York City. A strictly federal project 
now, the new federal wage scale goes 
into effect. Actors who had been get- 
ting $24 weekly will now get the top 
federal scale, which is $94 monthly. 


The federal government’s latest relief 
program, devoted to cultural arts, will 
provide work for 18,000 musicians in a 
project claimed to be the largest art 
program ever attempted by any govern- 
ment. In addition to covering music, 
budgets will be allotted for drama, art 
and writers. From the musical phase 
all types will be promoted, with players 
best suited to be used. Since the cause is 
one of relief for all citizens, the project 
cannot obviously be limited to union 
musicians, but, as is usual, it is expected 
that the various locals of the American 
Federation of Musicians will co-operate 
with federal representatives in the vari- 
ous sections of the country. The FERA 
musical project in New York, now em- 
ploying about 950 musicians, will be 
enlarged under the new plans.

Sacramento; KMJ, Fresno, and several 
negotiating with NBC for its two local 
stations, KPO and KGO, and the Don 
Lee outlet, KFRC, a CBS affiliation. 


Transradio Bureau here, which former- 
lv serviced the Pacific Coast States only, 
has taken over coverage for the 11 West- 
ern States and has increased its corre- 
spondent staff accordingly. Bureau is 
new servicing some 60-odd stations with 
full news coverage from here. Signing up 
of three additional stations in Wash- 
ington within the past week puts Trans- 
radio in every city in that State where 
there is a station, with exception of Pull- 
man, where the broadcaster is operated 
by the State College. The new Washing- 
ton broadcasters signed are KXRO, Aber- 
deen; KGY, Olympia, and KOL, Seattle. 
Transradio is also represented in every 
community in the State of Oregon, Idaho 
and Montana where there is a radio sta- 
tion. New California stations signed for 
full coverage starting August 1 are KSHL, 
Chico, and KEXM, San Bernardino.

Independent 
stations and networks all predict a big 
year. NBC and Don Lee’s KFRC, the 
CBS outlet here, announce many new 
advertisers are inauiring into possibilities 
of broadcasting. 

Station managers point out that the 
present difficulty is not finding the 
clients so much as finding enough hours 
at the time desired by clients. Time al- 
ready sold and reserved precludes any 
possible slump during the coming sea- 
son’s high spots.

Indie outlets such as KYA and KSFO, 
both in San Francisco, and KLX, Oak- 
land, also report a decided increase in 
business and are laying plans for a big 
fall business. Other indies of lesser 
transmission power, such as KJBS and 
KGGC, both San Francisco; KROW, Oak- 
land, and KRE, Berkeley, seem to be do- 
ing okéh, managing to get theirs, and 
reporting fall prospects as very bright.

Radio Still Sells 1,500 Daily 


On Mysteries of Transmission 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Radio’s champ 
builder of good will and sender-outer 
into the world of groups of potential 
ambassadors is still turning them out at 
the rate of approximately 11,000 per 
week on a yearly average, and right now 
during the peak month of August is 
reaching the total of nearly 15,000 per 
week. Ladies and gentlemen, we refer 
to none other than the National Broad- 
easting Company’s Radio City Studio 
Tours. 


Under the direction of Gordon H. 
Mills, the studio tour appears to be one 
of the most highly organized and ef- 
ficient units connected with NBC, and 
furthermore extremely profitable in real 
money. Taking into consideration the 
matter of good will obtained and the 
enlightening vista opened up for the 
tourists, who see radio broadcasting 
business in a new light and go back 
home to spread the word of radio’s wone- 
ders, the worth to the industry at large 
is incalculable. 


About 77 guided tours were taken thru 
the NBC plant during the past month. 
Parties average in the neighborhood of 
20 so that they will neither be too large 
for everybody to see and hear nor so small 
as to make them self-conscious. When 
busy there is a four-minute headway 
allowed, and as many as 300 patrons can 
be handled in an hour. As many as 800 


tourists have waited in the lounging 
seats, but a sign always states exactly 
just what the wait will be, which is 
never more than 15 minutes. Mornings 
are usually slow, but it builds up to the 
4 p.m. peak. Some 40-odd trained 
guides take the parties thru, most of the 
boys being college graduates and ma- 
jority of them engineers. Technical 
questions and talks are avoided as far as 
possible, but the boys are usually equal 
to all questions. Despite the occasional 
kibitzing about the guides, several of 
them have landed good jobs and all do 
an excellent job of conducting the tour 
and doing a spiel in most approved elo- 
cution style. Demonstrations of sound 
effects and explanation of how the 
cathode ray tube works is in the day’s 
work. One exhibit involving the 
cathode ray tube has just been installed 
at a cost of $20,000, and the enlarged 
models reveal exactly what happens 
when various sounds are picked up. 
Between the cooling plant, main con- 
trol room, exhibit on how sound-proof 
studios are made, foreign radios which 
dial by cities, how even diffusion of 
light is obtained and occasional but not 
promised rehearsal or actual broadcast, 
the patron taking the tour receives a 
liberal education and gets a conception 
of the magnitude of the broadcasting 
industry in non-technical terms.

New monthly bulletin called official organ of powerful 
femme organization—pans radio’s failure as cultural 


force—Luella S. Laudin is editor 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The powerful Women’s National Radio Committee has 
issued its first bulletin, in six pages, titled The Radio Review and starts right off 
panning radio programs in general. The publication, of which Luella S. Laudin ts 
editor, is the official organ of the WNRC and is in answer to the general demands 
of the millions of members of the organizations affiliated with WNRC, it is noted. 
Lead article stresses importance of radio as a cultural force and says that the 
ether producers have failed in their jobs in presenting a parade of vaudevilie 


shows instead of worth-wnile radio pres- 
entations. Radio Review notes that in- 
stead of supplying a satisfactory quota 
of programs to replace the concerts and 
operas listeners were forced to drop due 
to depression, there has been instead “a 
parade of vaudeville.” Atlowance is made, 
however, for some of the better musical 
presentations. As Radio Review sees it, 
the “future of American culture depends 
upon what is done with radio.” 


Several pages are devoted to notes and 
comments on various programs. Some of 
these comments, briefly reported, follow: 

Comment on the success of the Town 
Hall of the Air, forum program. A pan 
at Fleischmann’s yeast (Standard Brands) 
for its commercial spiels and the 
“moronic” questions asked on Fleisch- 
mann’s street forum series recently be- 
gun. WMCA, with a similar type pro- 
gram, is praised because of the “serious” 
questions asked by A. L. Alexander. 
WEVD, New York, draws a palm for its 
University of the Air program, as does 
CBS for its appointment of an “advisory 
board,” as suggested by WNRC, to raise 
the standard of kid programs. 

A terrific panning is given the program 
starring John Charles Thomas, which 
featured him in a semi-hillbilly program. 
(Setup was changed this week.) Frank 
Black’s symphony and Wallenstein's sin- 
fonietta on WOR are praised. W2XR, 
New York City experimental station, 
broadcasting only four hours weekly, is 
given a sendoff for broadcasting record- 
ings of classical masterpieces. W2XR is 
testing high fidelity transmission. 

WNRC notes that its listening groups 
report that the Cities Service Hour, 
Palmolive Beauty Box Theater, Julia 
Sanderson and Frank Crumit are the lead- 
ing light musical shows; that Jack Benny 
has been succeeded by Burns and Allen 
as leading comedy act, with Benny and 
Fred Allen vacationing; that One Man’s 
Family, “despite its tiresome advertis- 
ing,” is still dramatic tops, with NBC 
dramatic guild number two; that Amos 
’*n’ Andy are still favorites and that Lady 
Esther’s cosmetics and Tastyeast’s spiels 
are most complained about. 

Guy Lombardo’s new show gets a good 
sendoff, while NTG and his chorus girl 


CBS Releases Its 
“Listening Areas” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System’s flashy and hefty 
CBS Listening Areas has been turned 
loose by the sales promotion depart- 
ment, a study in silver and aluminum 
binding of a sort of loose-leaf order. 
New maps and figures are plentiful, and 
it is intended as per certain paragraphs 
to “underestimate” rather than throw 
it into high gear. Thus the primary 
nighttime coverage virtually takes in 
about every county in the United States, 
and secondary coverage by mistake or 
otherwise actually overlooked an entire 
county in Kentucky. 


Inconsistent as to the “underestimate” 
is again in cvidence in the number of 
sets and listeners claimed, total primary 
coverage coming to within a possible 
500,000 sets of those in the nation. 
Secondary coverage is only approximate- 
ly 3 per cent less than the primary. 


General opinion is that CBS is to be 
commended for its effort to show the 
difference between the daytime and 
nighttime coverage, but skeptics believe 
that CBS took in too much territory. 


On the other hand, NBC is credited 
with having been More conservative in 
analysis of its mail in its recent Network 
Areas. .CBS, it appears, did a nice job 
if it were not for the fact that it 
claimed to “underestimate.” The opus 
is worth a looking over even if it is 
voluminous and one likes or doesn’t like 
the binding. The expensive job is 
limited in edition.

Francisco (Marin Dell milk), is inviting 
novices to participate in its Monday and 
Saturday night studio programs. There 
are no auditions. Two persons are 
chosen winners at each broadcast and 
are later given spots on station programs 
as the reward. 

Emporium, leading department store 
here, has tied in with KYA for a one- 
time-only Children’s amateur show on 
August 11. Contest is open to children, 
ages 5 to 15, and is divided into three 
classes, A, B and C. Talent includes 
vocal, instrumental and _ recitations. 
Private auditions were held every day 
this past week, with public elimination 
auditions at the Emporium being held 
the next three days, starting today. 
Final 20 children chosen from these 
auditions will be heard on the air. 
Winners in each class will be given $25 
each. 

KSFO has its amateur songwriters’ 


contest on Thursdays, 7:15-7:45 p.m. All 
possibilities are aired on weekly pro- 
grams after a previous audition. Win- 
ning song is decided by a judging com- 
mittee, along with audience response. 
Song is then published by Cross & 
Winge, Inc., Seattle (Wash.) publishers. 
Same station has a Thursday night 
Discovery Hour for high-class instru- 
mental talent which hasn’t been on the 
air before. They, too, are previously 
auditioned. As a result of this program 
several have been given jobs with the 
station and elsewhere. George Taylor’s 
30-minute Friday Radio Frolic on KSFO 
is also strictly amateur and presents 
just about every type of talent. 

KLX, Oakland, has a Monday after- 
noon Audition Hour. Best talent is 
given a spot on the station, and several 
as a result have gotten outside jobs. 
Dude Martin and his Nevada Night 
Herders, sponsored by the Old Mission 
Laboratories, Los Angeles (O. M. Tab- 
lets), is a hill-billy amateur program, 
heard Wednesdays at 9 p.m. over KLX. 
Winner of the contest, which has been 
on the air some weeks, is to be given a 
round trip to the California Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition in San Diego, 
Calif. Several other prizes are offered 
for second, third and fourth place.

AFM Clears Rule 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 3.—J. W. Gillette, 
international studio representative for 
the Local 47, American Federation of 
Musicians, has issued a clarification of 
studio regulations for musicians play- 
ing NBC broadcasts. According to Gil- 
lette no member is permitted to play in 
studios on the day of the broadcast, or 
play for rehearsals for that program. If 
members are playing studios on days 
other than days of broadcasts or re- 
hearsals, and they have earned their 
quota, they are still permitted to play 
the broadcast but the amount so earned 
must be applied against the following 
week's quota.

The 
employers are often victims of “racke- 
teer conditions,” says Weber, just as are 
the musicians. The franchise system 
will seek to uphold union conditions 
and protect honest bookers and honest 
employers. The system will be admin- 
istered by the AFM and not by the lo- 
cals. 


When asked for a reaction an official 
of Local 802 here said that he believed 
his local would want to know more 
about the chances of franchises concen- 
trating business into the hands of a 
few bookers before it took a stand on 
the plan.

Thus there is 
plenty of singing, whether it is Thomas 
or the neighbors that oblige. Toward 
the close Miss Morris got a whack at 
it and she ought to get more than one 
number programed. At least that is 
all she seemed to do. 

Seeking to present a renowned bari- 
tone in a way other than straight sing- 
ing is something that is worth a trial 
at least. All of which depends how, of 
course. There seemed to be considerable 
difference of opinion as to whether the 
Home on the Range stuff was so hot, 
and the majority seemed to be against 
it. Those who didn’t care for the ranch 
gabfest most likely will not be able to 
see the present layout. The talk that 
does nothing toward adding to the en- 
tertainment nor the program’s effective- 
ness is still there. However, the less 
talk the better probably. It is mot easy 
to operate a 45-minute program of this 
type and keep out the weak spots. In 
Frank Tours the show has a very capa- 
ble conductor who might be given much 
more leeway and add to the program's 
civersity and entertainment value.

Lux Radio Theater 


Reviewed Monday, 9-10 p.m. Style— 
Condensed dramatic plays. Sponsor—

Lux toilet soap switches to an evening 
spot on CBS from an NBC Sunday mat- 
inee and pulls a boner in the wavy of a 
first show sock, not a single com- 
mendable item standing out in its favor 
as to inducements to listen in on subse- 
quent shows. The Lux following, if any, 
from the recent series must have been 
greatly discouraged. Those well-written 
Scotch plays revolving around the clever 
lassie, the kirk, the elders and the 
“polisman,” emphasis on the “po,” are 
always first-rate material for a visual 
Proposition. Perhaps there are a few 
theatergoers who remember a score or 
More years back when Graham Moffatt’s 
Bunty Pulls the Strings played New 
York with the imported Scotch cast, or 
there may be quite a few who saw a 
motion picture version. Excluding 
these, no listener could be expected to 
follow the thick dialect and know what 
it was all about. Aside from a dialog 
difficult to follow, is it too much trou- 
ble to have someone explain to the ether 
audience who’s whe and what’s what. 
An inkling of the immediate situation 
following is little help. 

Lux seems to throw all its eggs into 
the mame act basket and apparently 
feels (like an ostrich) that it is safe be- 
cause a Hollywood star or one from legit 
has been brought to the mike. A 15- 
Minute personal appearance can cover 
the job, since none but morons will go 
for it. After the first act messages, 
both testimonials and felicitations, were 
tread from Ruth Chatterton, Robert 
Montgomery, Claudette Colbert, Joe E. 
Brown, Joan Crawford and possibly 
others. They not only use Lux but 
listen to the programs, etc., and are 
crazy about the whole setup. 

Much as it hurts to acknowledge it, 
the Women’s National Radio Committee 
is absolutely right when it states, “Who 
cares what the Hollywood stars use? .. . 
They get paid for testimonials. ... ” 
And thus it’s a cinch that any schoolbo 
can go to the Coast and send in the 
Teleases signed by most anyone on any 
movie lot. Altho the J. Walter Thomp- 
Son Agency stands alone in presenting 
certain types of programs to the best 
Possible advantace, in this particular 
Case the presentation at times seemed 
like it was about to borrow a leaf from 


Benton & Bowles, but never followed 
thru. The commercials on this program 
were the most unconvincing mess any 
one-hour program could gather. Some- 
where around the third act the credits 
got real clumsy, CBS hopped in for sta- 
tion and network identifications, and the 
dialog pertaining to sales copy was 
astoundingly weak. 

Miss Hayes did a good job personally, 
her musical voice always sounded good 
and an occasional slip in the dialect 
could hardly count against her or the 
play. Rest of the cast did all right, altho 
not billed excepting the producer, Doug- 
lass Garrick. Miss Hayes also came thru 
with a testimonial for Lux, and the p*y- 
off is the announcement that none 
other than Wallace Beery plays in 
Lightnin’, next show. 

Anything to bring a name to the mike. 
Shades cf poor old Frank Bacon, origi- 
nator of the title role, who was just 
himeelf, a meek white-haired harmless 
little old man, cute and lovable. Here 
is an example of agency casting that’s 
the proverbial nerts. Perhaps that’s the 
way to sell soap, but this reviewer won- 
ders if it is.

“If we did not adopt 
some such rule it would be possible for 
some clever agent to organize a group 
and get a license, having every agent 
in town working under a single license. 
The practice of having too many agents 
on one license is not fair to the small 
agency with only two or three men. 
Many individual ex-bookers merely 
joined up with some office technically 
when we began to enforce the license 
requirements strictly, and their sole rea- 
son for doing this was to evade the re- 
sponsibility for paying for the license 
for themselves.”

er, a snappy press agent, who puts ideas 
into Barney’s head. The latter owns 
100,000 shares of Allentown steel that is 
at 9% instead of 130. Why? Because 
the president of the company grabs off

president and the play starts. 

By rapid manipulating, Roy succeeds 
in helping to start a war between Bolivia 
and some other South American country. 
Barney and Evelyn get married. Barney 
proceeds to cut himself huge slices, sells 
short, and the stock of Allentown drops. 
In steps George Crooker, ace reporter for 
@ man named Brady, who is supposed to 
be a man who owns 50 newspapers. In 
order to get publicity, Barney has given 
Brady 10,000 shares of steel at 130, and 
now the latter is peeved because the 
stock is down to 9% again. Roy stops 
the second trip to Europe by securing 


Senator Peeper from Pennsylvania, and 
bkelps re-elect him if he promises to put 
thru an increase-the-navy bill. Peeper 
fails. “Roy, in desperation, makes the 
South American situation an interna- 
tional affair and by blackmailing Peeper 
with a former girl friend of Barney's, 
he succeeds in having America go to 
war with South America. The assassina- 
tion of Wilbur Gates, a missionary, is 
the surface cause. The war goes along 
nicely, Allentown stock goes up, and 
Barney’s wife becomes more and more 
bored. She evidently is supposed to be 
in love with Roy, who is always too busy 
to pay any attention to her. Barney, 
drunk with power and on the war board, 
fires Roy, who decides to go away with 
Evelyn. Then, to complicate matters, in 
walks Wilbur Gates, who wasn’t killed at 
all—just wounded. He, it seems, had 
been spending his time in a South 
American brothel. But since Barney is 
dedicating a monument to Gates’ mem- 
ory he must remain in the background. 
Roy filches his passport and sticks with 
Barney, who is nominated for the presi- 
dency by Brady. Evelyn goes to a movie 
by herself—Roy and Barney are once 
more swept into the maelstrom as the 
curtain falls. 

Naturally, the play is permeated with 
newspaper men, South American muni- 
tion buyers, a very comic Casper Milque- 
toast character who represents the aver- 
age stockholder and various other 
stooges Meant to hasten the action. 

James Rennie is adequate as Roy. 
Harold Moffat gives a surface portrayal 
as Barney. Eve Arden does what she 
can with the badly written role of Eve- 
lyn, and Ethel Britton toys with the part 
of Tillie De Vere, the ex-chorus girl, 
who starts a war because she allowed 
Senator Peeper a small liberty. O. Z. 
Whitehead drew a large hand for his 
too small a part of a forgotten poet on 
a Brady newspaper. 

Play is weak because munition dealers 
are far from dopes and conduct their 
business with intelligence instead of on 
a Hollywood pattern. The gags, the 
whole play being a series of them, are 
not so new. Instead of a satire, the 
play becomes a farce that succeeds in 
bending all the way to the bottom when 
it finds itself forced to drag in a gag 
concerning the tomb of the unknown 
soldier at Arlington. The business of 
war can’t be kidded when people still 
take it seriously. It’s funny, hysterical- 
ly, but it can’t be hysterically funny.

malicious Irene discovers that Virginia 
comes from New Bedford, U. S. A., and 
spreads scandal via a cable to the home 
town, concerning Virginia and Cortot. 

At this point the play takes a swift 
and unexpected nose dive into the field 
of nonsense. Virginia's father arrives 
in Paris to save his daughter and is 
greatly relieved to discover that Cortot 
is a gentleman instead of a cad. He and 
Virginia make it up and to climax the 
play Irene is invited to the scene so that 
she and Virginia can have a hair-pulling 
match. Irene loses, of course, and goes 
off to Zurich, none the worse for it all. 

The plot is as it sounds, not very 
much. The dialog is refreshing and 
sometimes very clever, and the acting 
makes the play seem twice as good. 
Henry Daniell, as Michael, tucks the 
play in his vest pocket, throwing away 
lines with a finesse that 1s breath-tak- 
ing and making people realize that Les- 
lie Howard isn’t the only Englishman 
who can underplay scenes. Rose Hobart, 
as Virginia, gives the best performance 
of her career to date. Betty Lawford 
does Irene up brown in the early portion 
of the play, falling down in the last act 
more thru the fault of the author than 
her own. Lloyd Gough plays Cortot in 
a vacillating manner. The rest of the 
cast was adequate. 

Altho not news by this time, John 
Root’s sets surpass anything done in a 
theater with the facilities offered in a 
reconstructed barn. The play itself 
needs little tightening up until the third 
act, where it goes completely haywire 
thru faulty construction and improper 
characterization. When fixed it should 
prove pleasant fare for the so-called 
sophisticated trade of Broadway.

them that when the new union contract 
is drawn up, the new wage scale will be 
retroactive to August 10. However, the 
circuits make plain they must be “placed 
on a fair basis with others in New York 
City.” C. C. Moskowitz signed the Loew 
notice, Major L. E. Thompson signed the 
RKO letter and the Skourases had their 
managers notify the men verbally. 


Joseph D. Basson, new president of 
Local 306, wrote the circuits today ex- 
pressing surprise at their action and 
pointing out that they failed to open 
negotiations with him, altho in their 
notices they claim they are willing to 
negotiate. He says he has ordered his 
men to stay on the job and not to sign 
either of the slips. He asks for a con- 
ference Tuesday. Basson mailed a copy 
of his letter to Frank A. Tichenor, the 
mayor’s representative, who has been 
trying to clear up the picketing situation. 

A membership meeting Wednesday in 
Brooklyn will consider taking a strike 
vote and also discuss the new wage scales 
the executive board is preparing for 600 
theaters here. The executive board has 
already set up a strike committee in ad- 
dition to a wage committee. The union 
is contacting other IA locals, the musi- 
cians, the actors and the building service 
unions for expressions of sympathy in 
case of a strike. Altho the IA national 
body dropped its control only a week and 
a half ago, it is expected to aid the local 
if trouble occurs, as the IA can swing 
out-of-town locals against the circuits’ 
other theaters. 

The union here has 1,900 members, of 
which about 200 are unemployed. There 
are 5,000 licensed booth operators in this 
city. A few hundred are working under 
contracts wivn the Empire and Allied 
unions, which Local 306 claims are com- 
pany unions. 


A 306 spokesman points out that Loew 
earned about $5,000,000 the past half 
year and that RKO also enjoyed a 
year. This angle will be played up by the 
union in appealing for public sympathy. 

Allied and Empire, which are being 
used as clubs over Local 306 by the cir- 
cuits, are themselves having trouble. 
Members of both unions threaten to 
fight acceptance of new low-wage con- 
tracts when they come up for renewal 
this month.

N. Y. Musicians’ Union Gets After 
Under-Seale and Kickback Spots 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The musicians’ 
union, Local 802, is out to eliminate 
underscaling at the bigger night spots 
here. Altho the smaller spots have been 
the ones working the kickback system 
in the past, the union finally admits 
that the more famous Broadway spots 
are no better. The Paradise and the 
Hollywood restaurants, for example, are 
now being checked regularly by the 
union. 

The Hollywood is settling back-pay 
claims by union musicians. Hale Hamil- 
ton (Leon “Snooks” Friedman) is still 
under suspension by Local 802, altho 
his band continues, leaderless, at the 
Hollywood. Friedman was fined $1,000 
and each of his men $100 last month 
for kicking back to the management. 
The band appealed the decision to the 
American Federation of Musicians, but 
the AFM executive board upheld the 
local. Archie Bleyer, who preceded 
Friedman at the Hollywood, had also 
been found guilty of accepting under- 
scale dough. 

Tommy Monahan and orchestra, now 


at the Paradise Restaurant, is being 
charged with taking under-scale pay. 
Monahan’s band has been given a two 
weeks’ notice and the Jerry Freedman 
band is slated to come in. However, 
Local 802 may hold up Freedman until 
the Paradise straightens out the back- 
pay situation. 

The local has been trying to convince 
its membership that under-scale jobs 
will ruin the union and the music 
business. A wide practice all over the 
country, the local has been trying to 
combat it by insisting that bands use 
uniform contracts and refuse to kick 
back any money. Colored bands, no- 
torious for accepting jobs far under the 
union scale, are being called to the 
carpet regularly and the union’s aims 
explained. Colored band leaders are 
asked to attend informal “educational” 
meetings and listen to talks on union- 
ism, contracts and correct bargaining 
methods.

Nine vaude weeks left— 
four more may go—de- 
pends on new films 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Four more Loew 
houses are reported slated to drop vaude, 
following on the heels of the Capitol’s 
going straight pictures this Friday and 
the Orpheum. Boston, doing the same 
August 16. Loew officials admit there 
has been much talk about further vaude 
cuts, but deny anything definite has 
been done beyond the Capitol and Bos- 
ton changes. Loew is understood wait- 
ing to see how a few of the new sea- 
son’s pictures do before going thru with 
any slashing policy changes. The four 
houses mentioned are the Paradise, 
Bronx; the Valencia, Jamaica; State, 
Newark, and Loew’s, Jersey City. 

Marvin Schenck, former Loew booker 
and now with the theater department, 
says there is no truth about the four 
de luxers dropping vaude “as yet.” The 
“as yet” is significant. It reveals Loew 
as seriously considering further trimming 
of vaude. 

Loew could hardly afford to drop vaude 
in Newark in face of flesh opposition 
unless, of course, a pool is effected. In 
Jersey City Warner couid cash in on 
Loew's dropping vaude by resuming flesh 
at the Stanley. However, Loew and War- 
ner are supposed to have an “under- 
standing” about vaude in Jersey City. 
RKO's Alden is the only opposition to the 
Jamaica. altho the Alden is not running 
vaude now. An agreement could take 
care of this situation The Paradise has 
been losing Gough steadily, but Loew has 
not been able to make up its mind about 
trying straight pictures. 

Loew will watch carefully the business 
done at the Capitol by China Seas 
(Gable-Harlow-Beery) and by Anna 
Karenina (Garbo-March) under the new 
straight picture policy.

Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, August 2) 
(First Show) 


After a couple of weeks of good shows 
the Palace gets a setback this week with 
a poorly booked layout. Not a good all- 
round bill at all, the acts not an en- 
tertaining blend and besides many weak 
moments prevail. Lucky, tho, that Fred 
Lightner is next-to-closer for he gives 
the layout real life by banging over a 
show-stop. Earlier portion of the bill is 
quiet. Fast running, tho, doing 52 min- 
utes by the clock. Picture is Will Rogers 
in Doubting Thomas, and business at 
this catching was fair. 


Bell Brothers and Carmen are in the 
opening frame with their flash, which 
gets by good enough. A turn that is 
dressed and staged nicely and has okeh 
talent. Miss Carmen specials with nice 
toe acrobatics; the Bell Brothers offer 
music and dancing, one of tne boys 
playing many instruments; Madaiyn 
White doubles effectively from the pi- 
ano to a double-cane tap routine, and 


Helen Brooks does neat tapping. Got 
a fair mitting. 


Ames and Arno needed more of a 
warmup for their avalanche of hoke, 
and their early entrance on the bill 
with this type of act resulted in an un- 
fortunate flop. Too bad, for they work 
unusually hard and earnestly and should 
ordinarily go over much better. They 
bang into each other, do hoke adagio, 
and in general flop all over the stage. 

The Cavaliers, radio singing act, com- 
prising John Seagle, Morton Bowe, Fred 
Keating (tenor—not the magician) and 
Stanley McCiellan, with Lee Montgom- 
ery at the piano, perk the bill up in 
the trey position. A really clever sing- 
ing group, observing close harmony, 
and empioying corking numbers. Audi- 
ence mitted them nicely. 


Fred Lightner, aided by Roscella, is a 
gift from heaven in the next-to-shut 
spot, his ad lib. ana very intimate com- 
edy going over big and getting the 
audience to give him a show-stop. This 
reviewer still can’t see why a revue pro- 
ducer doesn’t pick him up.

Opening of the new Grace Moore pic- 
ture, Love Me Forever, was big today, 
with the chance that the picture and 
stage show might hoid three weeks. House 
was almost full this evening. 

Stage show is okeh, altho it does not 
have any big attractions. It has flash 
and substantial talent and has no trouble 
pleasing. Billy Keaton, youthful singer 
and emsee, is in his third week here 
and seems to be gaining popularity. He 
is nice looking and his gags are not 
forced or brazen, which is something 
nowadays. In addition, he sings nicely, 
altho he really has no voice. 

Outstanding sock is Harry Winderman, 
winner of last week amateur contest held 
by the theater. Altho still crude, he has 
a fine baritone that could put most pro- 
fessional singers to shame. Stopped the 
show cold and had to beg off. 

Eno Troupe, two men and three girls, 
all Orientals, provide the usual Oriental 
flash and novelty. They do Risley work, 
juggling, perch stunts and acrobatics 
and never let interest lag. 

Zeb Carver and Mainstreeters, three 
boys and two girls in hillbilly outfits and 
using string and odd instruments, had 
no trouble scoring. They inject sufficient 
light comedy and novelty to brighten up 
straight singing and music. Audience 
was a pushover for them. 

The Dave Bines Girls, 12 of them and 
all pretty lookers, do a couple of num- 
bers. Opening number is a tap and 
hand routine on chairs, while the closer 
has them in bouquet formations. Cos- 
tumes are neat and the girls are spry and 
well trained.

Metropolitan, Boston 


(Reviewed Tuesday Afternoon, July 30.) 


Beston audiences got their first taste 
of radio amateurs this week, and busi- 
ness was a sellout at the Friday opening 
and has been up ever since. Unit is 
Fred Allen’s Town Hall Tonight. From a 
professional standpoint the show is a 
bit rocky in spots, but it is reminiscent 
of when little Nell recited her first piece 
in Sunday school and therefore a distinct 
hit from audience standpoint. 

Stage show opens with the special 
stage layout — outside the unit — The 
Dance Melange, featuring Barte, Conner 


and Brock in a series of ballroom and 
modified apache together with the Met 
band and the Elida Ballet. The news- 
ree] intervenes and Al Mitchell, amateur 
unit’s emsee, takes the stage to plug the 
show, verbally taking the audience to the 
NBC studio and leading into an at- 
mospheric setting. 

Marylyn McKay did a song in a fairly 
good voice to much applause. Frank 
Matilone, with impersonations and sound 
effects, got over. Henry Bush accordioned 
Poet and Peasant fairly. Joe Williams, 
fat and frisky, was a big hit with his 
corking delivery of Pardon My Southern 
Aacent, Nancy Dennis played fast and 
furious jazz piano. Betty Douglas, bally- 
hooed as an Elsie Janis, did good im- 
personations, but she resembles Elsie 
only because they both use a comb dur- 
ing the act. William McCollough, a 60- 
year-old Swiss bellringer, did beautifully. 
Vic Mizzy and Irving Taylor, NYU song- 
writers, did two of their own concoctions 
and make the words fit the music. 

Bob Landesman, impersonator, got over 
with his impersonations—some good and 
others not, Howard Reed, colored boy, 
pocketed the house for his own. Did 
Three Little Pigs with squeals and much 
mugging, uked ind then hoofed amaz- 
ingly. Dorothy Stein sang grandly. Ed- 
ward Noah, Eddie McVenil and Harry 
Bush worked on two guitars and a bull- 
fiddle to okeh results. Tony Sharaba, 
singing barber, did Wagon Wheels to go 
over with a wallop. Act ends with a 
thank-you finale to Smiles, thanking 
Allen, NBC and the public. 

Theme of “you're giving these young- 
sters a big chance, folks,” is used thruout 
and the public responds. Two members 
of the unit left while here, David Hughes, 
tenor, and Vivian Marlowe, harmonica 
soloist. General reaction to the unit 
is that it is a good novelty that builds 
on public interest. Most of the kids lack 
stage presence and hug the mikes. Under 
the circumstances, this doesn’t hurt. All 
in all it’s a good business builder.

Again the Music Hall is very arty in 
its stageshow, stacked up against the 
kid-appeal picture, Shirley Temple in 
Curly Top.

Edith Mann, a toe-tapper, is on in this 
session to poll good applause returns 
with a neat display of hoofing accom- 
panied by a cute personality. She did 
two numbers. 

Raphael, master of the concertina who 
was in Continental Varieties, has this 
spot in a concert buildup (and he’s tops 
on that tiny music box). Really amazing 
the quality of music he gets out of that 
barely a fistful squeeze-box. Took on 
three classics and did each of them beau- 
tifully, rating the heavy reception he got. 
An amusing looking little fellow—short, 
stout and baldish—but music as he plays 
it makes one forget everything. Piano 
accompaniment is given by Vladmir 
Katz. 

Tree-Tops is the finale and it’s the top 
number. In a familiar-looking garden 
set the Rockettes lead off with a cute 
number in which they work as waitresses. 
Berenice Allaire and the singing sextet 
do a good warbling job of Glow Worm, 
which brings on another revival, this 
time the ballet corps in the beautifully 
done Glow Worm routine, featuring the 
electric-bulbed skirts. Marie Grimaldi 
has a part in this number also, and she 
does a very graceful bit of splendid danc- 
ing.

London Bills 
(Week of July 29) 

For the first time in eight weeks there 
are more home acts than imported turns 
on the Palladium bill. Current headline 
attraction is Ambrose and his orchestra, 
with Elsie Carlisle, singer. The ork lead- 
er has a big radio and club rep besides 
being popular on the discs. Routine is 
well arranged and band does not go in 
for “hot” rhythm to the extent of its 
rivals. Outfit was given an overwhelm- 
ing reception at opening performance. 
Only newcomers from America are Cass, 
Mack, Owen and Topsy, corking foursome 
with comedy, dancing acrobatics and 
sheer hoke aplenty. Registered a show- 
stop at first showing. Act previously 
played here as a trio and the two boys 
were featured in a Cochran revue some 
nine years ago. Michel and Arnova, 
smart English dance team, make good 
with a dandy act. June (Lady Inver- 
clyde) and Walter Crisham, American 
dancer, are held over with one of the 
weakest “name” acts to ever appear at 
the Palladium. Good comedy comes 
from Douglas Wakefield, who was in 
Holiywood in pix last year, and Scott 
Sanders, also known in America. 

Ken Harvey, American banjo player 
with plenty of personality and showman- 
ship, registers sensationally at Brighton 
Hippodrome; “The Street Singer” is an 
enormous hit at Glasgow Empire, where 
fellow Americans are the Four Trojans, 
first-rate and novel acrobats and tum- 
blers, and Senator Murphy, monologist, 
opening his fifth tour here. The Bos- 
well Sisters continue to score and cur- 
rently headline at Liverpool Empire, 
where Wilson, Keppel and Betty, who 
have three years’ solid work this side to 
their credit, chalk up a show-stop with 
their amusing, clever and original act. 
Gene Sheldon, banjo-playing comedian, 
ably assisted by personable Loretta Fisch- 
er. clicks heavily at Manchester Palace, 
and shares applnuse and laugh honors 
with the immensely popular Three 
Sailors.

Featuring speed and timing to make 
up for a lack of originality, the Palais 
Royale Revue, from New York’s Palais 
Royale Cafe, fills this week’s stage bill 
at the Earle. 

Billy Severn, juvenile singer, opens 
before the curtain with a patter song, 
I’m the Night Man of Broadway. The 
curtain opens on a set of skyscraper 
set pieces, each managed by a chorine.

Season Work in 


South Africa; 


Conditions Favor U. S. Acts 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—There is enough 
vaude to keep acts working an entire 
year in South Africa, according to Lesar 
and Fedora, dancers who recently re- 
turned here after a long stay in that 
country. As English is the common 
language, American acts are more than 
welcomed by the theaters. 

There is no straight vaude in all of 
South Africa, but there are many vaude- 
filmers, including quite a few full-week 
stands. Capetown alone can Offer eight 
vaude weeks, including the Tivoli, Musen- 
berg and Empire, full-weekers. Other 
big vaude theaters are in East London, 
Durban, Johannesburg. Salisbury, Port 
Elizabeth and Pretoria. Rhodesia and 
other sections also have vaudefilmers. In 
addition, many hotel dining rooms and 
theaters on piers open up for the sum- 


er. 
Conditions in South Africa are good, 


due mainly to the gold mines being in 
operation again and to the trade boom 
caused by the Italo-Ethiopian trou- 
ble. Biggest South African vaudefilm 
circuit is the African Theaters Trust, 
which controls the major spots. Most of 
the foreign acts used are booked out of 
England, with S. Copeland, a London 
booker, doing most of the business. 

Phil and Anette Peters, Americans, 
who went to South Africa after playing 
Europe, have become favorites and are 
still working that country. Frank Neil, 
chief booker for the Tivoli Circuit of 
Australia, is stopping off in South 
Africa this week. He is trying to line 
up some South Africa time to break 
the jump to Australia of acts coming 
from Europe and this country. Dick 
Henry 1s supplying Neil with’ acts for 
both Australia and South Africa.

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Kquity Rules 
On Rose Show 


“Jumbo” officially a cir- 
cus—now in AFA jurisdic- 
tion—production pains 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Billy Rose’s 
Jumbo 1s officially a circus so far as 
Equity is concerned. The decision was 
made late this week by Equity officials 
after Rose had appeared before the 
council at its last meeting to describe 
his show and argue for the circus classi. 
fication. Mcve was made necessary be- 
cause of his intention of playing two-a- 
day, forbidden under Equity jurisdic- 
tion. 


Equity council decided that case 
would finally be settled by examination 
of the book of the show, but as yet 
there is no book. Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthur, who are to write it, 
are still at sea, waiting for Rose to set- 
tle his production plans and decide just 
what and how much he wants. Book, 
according to present plans, is to fit in 
between circus and musical comedy acts, 
providing for change waits and telling 
a ccnsecutive story based on the life of 
Barnum. 


Show is at present in chaotic state, 
with Rose planning plenty mechanical 
innovations to speed up presentation 
and offer novelty. These, not yet per- 
fected, are holding up plans. Hippo- 
drome, where show will play, will have 
interior completely changed, with pres- 
ent plans calling for seats built up 
around tanbark ring in center, no 
scenery, and the huge Hipp stage used 
only as a storage spot for effects. Among 
other manifold production problems, and 
typical of the rest, is how to strike a 
cageful of live lions from the center of 
the ring in 90 seconds. 

Show, if production plans work out, 
will be one of biggest yet undertaken. 
Among other things, trapeze artists are 
to work over the open top of the lion 
cage, and all the chorus girls will ride 
horses. Rose figures that it will take 
eight or 10 weeks yet to put together. 

Equity, in reviewing plans, figured 
that show was 90 per cent circus, with 
the continuity and plot idea added as 
novelty. According to Rose’s testimony 
at the council meeting, he could yank 
the plot without doing material damage 
to the show, but wants it in as a new 
feature in circus presentation. Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians has already 
ruled that the show is a circus. Equity 
decision is figured on street as smartest 
Possible, avoiding for organization the 
headaches it had when it ruled Cham- 
berlain Brown’s Scrap Book legit several 
years ago. 

Chorus Equity is similarly steering 
Clear of the show, on the basis of the 
Equity decision, since it has no juris- 
diction in the circus field. Chorus 
trouble has already developed, however, 
with 30 chorus boys walking out Thurs- 
day (1) when Rose refused them $55 
a week, which they demanded because of 
the two-a-day. They had, according to 
their story, been hanging around for 
three weeks, rehearsing a few days each 
week. What the girls will do, if any- 
thing, is not as yet known. Rose is 
getting replacements for the walkouts. 

With neither Equity nor Chorus 
Equity touching it, the shOw becomes an 
American Federation of Actors proposi- 
tion. The AFA office here has informed 
Ralph Whitehead, executive secretary 
now on organization tour, of Equity’s 
decision, and is awaiting word on how 
to proceed. 


New Shaw Play for London 

LONDON, July 30. — George Bernard 
Shaw’s new play, The Millionairess, will 
be produced in London late in Septem- 
ber. Meanwhile, three of Shaw’s plays 
are on view during the present annual 
Malvern Festival: The Simpleton of the 
Unexpected Isles, Misalliance and Fan- 
ny’s First Play.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—Philadelphia 
will definitely snap out of its three-year 
doldrums this coming theater season, ac- 
cording to the list of show dates released 
teday by Lawrence Shubert Lawrence, 
general manager of the local Shubert 
forces. It is the first official listing for 
the year. 

The season will open at the Forrest 
September 9 with the Beatrice Lillie 
show At Home Abroad, The Old Maid 
will follow at the same house on Septem- 
ber 30.

FROV OUT FRONT

Belatedly (almost as belatedly as usual) the managers have realized that 
Equity’s pay-for-rehearsals ruling may work some hardships upon the producing 
fraternity; frenziedly, as usual, they rushed to lock the stable door while tie 
horse was being traded away somewhere in the vicinity of Pittsburgh; huffing and 
puffing they reached the train gates, to find the express had departed the previous 


afternoon. 


Rushing up to a question just too late to do anything about it is a 


managerial quirk that has persisted thru the years. 


Certainly there was no excuse for it in this case. Pay for rehearsals has been 
brewing for something more than a year, with the conservative elements in 
Equity sturdily opposing it, claiming that the actor would pay in the long run, 
and pay thru the nose. When it was officially brought before the council no action 
was taken until the managers had been contacted. Such contacting consumed 
a month or more. Another month or two passed in ironing out difficulties and 
drawing up the final form of the ruling. Surely the managers had time enough 
to take their stand and present their plea. Instead they calmly waited until the 
ruling had been passed and then rushed frantically to the council with arguments 
(good ones, too, it seems) for modification. It appears just a bit silly. 


Incidentally, the fears of the Equity conservatives seem well on the way 
toward being borne out; the managers, indignant that Equity should pass such 
a rule with only a year’s notice, threaten to dock performers’ salaries in amounts 
sufficient to take care of the rehearsal rap. That, of course, was only to be expected. 


Pursuing their theory of barring the stable door after the gee-gees have de- 
parted, the managers are also asking Equity for a basic agreement similar to that 
formerly held by the MPA. The MPA agreement was abrogated (thru failure 
of the managerial organization to pay a claim) a scant two years ago. At that 
time this corner suggested that such abrogation gave Equity a clear field and a 
free hand. Now, at last, the managers want a new agreement, arguing very 
rightly that it would tend to stabilize the field. Under present conditions, they 
say, no one is able to tell what is what from one season to the next. Money is 
kept out of the field and the dangers of production are increased tenfold. 

Equity, on the other hand, wants to know what gocd a basic agreement would 
be to it. And that is a hard question to answer. With Equity’s hands free now 
it seems absurd for the actors’ organization to submit to voluntary handcuffing if 
it gets no benefits therefrom. And it is hard to figure just what benefits the 
managers might offer. In the MPA pact there was a provision by which the or- 
ganization assumed the debts of defaulting members, If the League includes 
a similar provision there might be a working basis for negotiations—with only a 
single fiy in the ointment. Despite its agreement the MPA reneged on the 
clause twice. The first time the League, realizing the need for stability (as it 
seems just to have re-realized it), paid the debt and kept the agreement operative. 
The second time the agreement was allowed to lapse. ~ 

Equity, understandably enough, wants no more reneging. Just how the League 
could guarantee payments without putting up a bond is a bit hard to figure-—and 
such a bond would necessarily assume the somewhat staggering proportions of 
from $20,000 to $30,000. That amount is often wasted upon a single production, 
but to expect the combined managers to dig into their jeans and discover that 
much cash for a mere basic agreement appears somewhat far-fetched. They'll 
have to do it, tho, it appears, if they want a basic agreement—and a basic agree- 
ment is needed. 


laws. Reform in laws concerned with 
theater building and theater business 
has long been needed, but this so far as 
is known 's the first organized effort to 
obtain changes. Most of the rulings ob- 
jected to originated over 30 years ago. a 
number of them caused by the IUlinois 
Theater disaster. Gillmore pointed out 
yesterday that that disaster was the last 
major legit fire on record and that the- 
ater construction has so changed in the 
last decade as te obviate the need for 
most of the former protection rulings. 

Old architectural rulings come in for 
the greatest panning. Among them are 
the rules forbidding office structures over 
theaters and that which prescribes an 
alley-way around legits. Bars in legitters, 
already taken up by the League of New 
York Theaters, is another item in the 
subcommittee’s program, altho no action 
can be expected on that until the legis- 
lature gets together in January. 

Obsolete rulings concerning lighting, 
storage, etc., are also on the pan, as are 
the rulings forbidding smoking in legit- 
ters while pix houses are permitted to 
have it in the balconies. Aside from the 
question of smoking in the auditorium, 
the subcommittee believes that smoking 
shovld be allowed in horseshoes during 
intermission. Gillmore pointed out tnat 
with new theater architecture that en- 
tails no danger whatsoever, and would 
materially lighten the lobby crushes 
which are one of the most unpleasant 
features of legit attendance. ; 

Letters were sent out to the managers 
yesterday and today. Changes in rulings, 
if eventually effected, would come as 
plenty relief to legit, which has put up 
with the obsolete laws for years after all 
need for them ceased. 


Rice Still Talking 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., Aug. 3.—Elmer 
Rice expressed great sympathy for 
regional theaters artistically and finan- 
cially independent of Hollywood and 
Broadway during a conference of regional 
theater heads at the State University of 
Iowa in Iowa City 2 few days ago. “The 
commercial theater is dead,” Rice asserted 
“Hollywood money is tne easiest in the 
world if you have a strong stomacn. 
University and community theaters must 
not ape Broadway. Your most effective 
challenge ?s to attempt the things which 
Broadway is afraid to do and keep your 
standards high.” 

Jacob A. Weiser, of MGM, clashed in a 
friendly word battle with Prof. E. C. 
Mabie, director of the University of Iowa 
theater. He accused Mabie of “too much 
idealism.” 

Rice declared that Broadway produc- 
tions are being sponsored by the talkies. 
“If you don’t watch out,” he said, “they 
will buy up the university theaters for 
testing grounds.” 

Weiser advised the budding play- 
wrights to copy the Broadway technique. 
“Go ahead and write about Iowa, but 
remember that New York has perfection 
in playwriting,” he declared. 

Mabie contended that Broadway writers 
had taken good plays and garbled their 
true atmosphere. 

Harry Hopkins, FERA boss, also spoke 
at the conference.

the lines was not always honoréd, at 
least the current production is a gen- 
erally worthy and certainly adequate re- 
vival of one of the lesser known items 
of the Savoy repertory. 

And, truth to tell, faults in any pro- 
duction of The Yeomen are not neces- 
sarily faults of the performers or direc- 
tors. The Siamese Twins of Light Opera 
were, to all intents, working at cross 
purposes in the piece. Gilbert’s satire 
on Elizabethan drama was crossed by 
the depth of Sullivan’s score. Sullivan’s 
effort to get away from the long-used 
Savoy formula was crossed by Gilbert’s 
injection of sentimentality for sentiment 
and whimsicality for wit. Yet, tho it is 
definitely apart from other items in the 
series, The Yeomen holds a good meas- 
ure of delight. And its treatment in the 
current revival is far from bad. 

The most puzzling feature is the 
handing of the Elsie Maynard role, 
previously sung by Vivian Hart, to Mar- 
garet Daum, while Miss Hart contents 
herself with singing Phoebe. Miss Daum. 
with her pleasant tho thin voice, 1s 
nowhere near so good an Elsie as was 
Miss Hart. She lacks Miss Hart’s limit- 
less store of charm, and her handling of 
the music is neither so sure nor so ef- 


fective. Miss Hart, on the other hand, 
makes quite the most charming Phoebe 
within memory. 

Howard Marsh sings excellently in the 
difficult role of Fairfax, and Bertram 
Peacock, the new Cholmondeley, comes 
thru with colors flying. George Rogers, 
from the chorus, does nicely in the brief 
part of Leonard, tho his 16th-century 
accent often verges dangerously on the 
Southern, and Nina Dean has nothing 
much to do as Kate, but does it charm- 
ingly and weli. 

For the rest, the parts are in seasoned 
hands.- Frank Moulan steps a bit fur- 
ther from his annoying Ko-Ko and, as 
Jack Point, turns in a humorous, 
poignant and effective performance. 
Herbert Waterous, as head of the madly 
marrying Merylls, sings as splendidly as 
ever, and Vera Ross is excellent as Dame 
Carruthers. The Yeomen, however, 1s 
really William Danforth’s operetta. As 
Wilfred Shadbolt, head jailer and assist- 
ant tormentor, he clowns lugubriously 
and well, with his knack for fiendish 
merriment holding full sway in a grand 
performance.

This will come about 
partly thru new managements and 
partly thru proposed increases 1n admis- 
sion prices to theaters. The writer sees

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 3—A good sign 
of the times is the return of two-a-day 
$2 pictures, of which many are expected 
the coming season. A few years ago any 
picture above the ordinary programer 
was good for a two-buck top and at 
times there were as many as three of 
this type playing key spots at the same 
time and drawing heavily. 

Among the pictures now set for the

New York To Test 
Visual Education 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—A comprehen- 
sive plan for testing the educational 
value of sound films will be tried out 
here at the next school term. Ten 
schools will be equipped with sound 
projectors and the tests will be under 
the supervision of Dr. Joseph Sheehan. 

The schools will include four high 
schools, two junior high, three elemen- 
tary and one probationary. Students 
being taught without the use of pictures 
will be given the same courses and at 
the end of six months searching tests 
will be made to determine the value of 
visual education. If tle tests prove suc- 
cessful it is expected that every school 
in the city will be wired for sound. 

Equipment manufacturers will watch 
the experiment with interest, since edu- 
cators from all over the country are ex- 
pected to take part in the tests and 
make recommendations. If the tests 
come up to expectations it will open a 
new market for sound equipment.

Dallas Expected To

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 3.—Proposals to 
allow free moving pictures in the parks 
here are expected to be rejected by the 
park board at its next meeting. 

The board has had under considera- 
tion two offers to put movies in the 
parks this summer. It is understood, 
however, the board does not look with 
favor upon free movies, as they would 
have to be supported by advertising 
solicited by the exhibitors. Officials feel 
this would involve the park department 
in “unnecessary difficulties and would 
put the city in competition with private 
business,” it was said. 


Senate Will Probe High Fees 


In Paramount Reorganization 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3. — Following 
Representative Sabath’s discussion in 
the House regarding the Paramount re- 
organization fees, Senator McAdoo, of 
California, announced that the special 
investigation committee of which he is 
chairman will investigate the matter in 
New York early in December. With both 
the Senate and the House studying the 
situation it is expected that the bank- 
ruptcy laws will be revised. 

Due to the amount of money involved 
and the publicity shed on the Para- 
mount case, this one will probably be 
chosen as the basis for new legislation 
to keep exorbitant fees out of bank- 
ruptcies. 

It is not expected that legislative in- 
vestigation will be confined to the 
bankruptcy angle of the picture busi- 


ness, but that it will spread to take in 
production, distribution and exhibition 
of pictures. 

Neither the Sabath nor McAdoo com- 
mittee is expected to diverge from the 
bankruptcy investigations, but the huge 
clamor brought out by the Pettengill 
bill against block booking and blind’ 
buying is expected to cause another 
committee to be named to go all the 
way. 

Nothing in the past 10 years has 
focused the attention of Congress on 
the picture business as the demand for 
$3,500,000 reorganization fees of Para- 
mount, but it is believed that now that 
the picture business is in the limelight 
there will be no stopping of investiga- 
tions and recommendations for federal 
supervision of the entire industry. 


receive an income for the next three 
years equal to the average income for 
the past two years. The plan calls for 
options by the company to take over the 
houses for an additional four years with 
a guarantee of four times the average 
earnings. 


Those houses that have been losing 
money will be given a three months’ trial 
and if at the end of that time they have 
not been brought out of the red they 
will be dropped. It is expected that the 
transfer of the properties will be made 
within the next three weeks. 

The plan now calls for the present 
managements to continue to operate the 
houses, but subject to removai by the 
board of directors. Exhibitors joining 
will receive monthly payments. 

At the meeting Weisman was offered 
$1,000 a week to head the new circuit, but 
turned it down, claiming a theater man 
should be the prexy. 

It is estimated that at the end of the 
year when the expected number of houses 
reaches 200 the organization will have an 
annual buying power of $3,500,000. The- 
aters joining the organization will be 
required to continue their memberships 
in the ITOA.

Wis. Exhibs Win 
Playdate Battle 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 3.—A bill pro- 
hibiting film distributors from requiring 
exhibitors to play pictures on specified 
days of the week was signed July 30 by 
Gov. Phil LaFollette. 

The measure provides a penalty of $25 
to $300 for the first offense and $300 to 
$500 for each subsequent offense. The 
new law gives the secretary of state the 
power to revoke a violator’s certificate 
to do business in Wisconsin. 

The bill was sponsored by the Inde- 
pendent Theaters Protective Association 
of Wisconsin and Upper Michigan, Inc., 
whose first annual convention originally 
scheduled for August 6 and 7 has been 
postponed to late in September or early 
October.

Collective Buying 
For Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—The film- 
buying combine advocated by Morris 
Wax, president of the Independent Ex- 
hibitors’ Protective Association, for the 
Philadelphia territory is beginning to 
assume definite form. 

At a meeting this week at the I. E. P. 
A. headquarters, to which exhibitor 
leaders of both I. E. P. A. and Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of the territory 
were invited, the Philadelphia area was 
zoned off into six sections, Kensington, 
North Philadelphia, Germantown, West 
Philadelphia and suburbs, South Phila- 
delphia and Southwest Philadelphia, and 
a committee appointed for each to line- 
up the independent exhibitors in the 
campaign. 

After a series of zone meetings, a gen- 
eral meeting will be held, possibly in 
three weeks, in which a corporation will 
be formed to buy film in the name of 
the exhibitors. Each exhibitor partici- 
pating in the movement will be a stock- 
holder in the corporation and will be 
assessed a fraction of the rental costs 
as a service charge. 

Film buying in this territory is more 
than half over, but the movement is 
being primarily launched for the next 
buying season. 


Michigan To Have 17 
New Houses by January 1 


DETROIT, Aug. 3.—Three new theater 
construction projects were disclosed this 
week, making a total of 17 known the- 
aters either under’ construction or 
planned for erection before the end of 
the year in Michigan. The new projects 
are all up-State. 

Howard Paul, who is present lessee of 
the Palace Theater at Romeo and of the 
Princess at Yale, acquired a new corner 
lot last week in Romeo, upon which he 
plans to erect a new theater. The new 
house will be a larger theater, erected 
to compete with the Palace, the only 
other house in town. 

Two towns in the Flint territory will 
have their first theaters, according to 
other plans. Frank Stuart, State sales- 
man for Excellent Pictures Exchange, is 
planning the erection of a house, or 
conversion of a store building into a 
theater at Davison.

Collective buying combines among independent exhibitors are spreading rapidly, 
and it is expected that within another year the country will be pretty well rep- 
resented in indie units buying in bulk. It is not believed that they will be firmly 
established until the next buying season, but then fireworks are expected. 

Exhibitors are convinced that they can drive better bargains by bduying col- 
lectively, but it is not expected that distributors will look upon the moves with 
any great relish. Any club that the indies can employ to break down the high 
rentals and percenters should be swung on the proper heads. The majors for 
years have put on as much pressure as the exhibitor could bear, and it is time 
for conditions to be reversed. 

* * * 

It is now a foregone conclusion that Congress will investigate the fees situa- 
tion in the Paramount bankruptcy case. It has already echoed in the Senate, 
and the Sabath Committee of the House is getting data together to give the whole 
affair the once-over. It is expected that once Congress has tasted movie blood 
it will not stop at the bankruptcy angle but will go thru the entire industry. 

There will be no independents among the mourners when this takes place 
and the majors can expect few gates ajar when the time arrives. Having been 
pummeled for years, the independent exhibitors will sit back and watch the 
opposition try to squirm out of an uncomfortable position.

Altho 
all pools have been closed and no sum- 
mer school has been held in many parts 
of the State, there has been no closing 
of theaters or banning of carnivals here. 

On July 1, if I remember correctly, 
there were 260 cases of infantile paralysis 
in North Carclina, 11 in Virginia. Now 
there are less than 150 cases in North 
Carolina. Very few have died. In Win- 
ston-Salem, second largest city in North 
Carolina, there has been no case of 
infantile paralysis; only one case of 
spinal larngytis. That case is now nearly 
cured. 

There is little cause for fairs to worry 
about canceled dates, for recently said 
Epidemiologist Knox: “Infantile paraly- 
sis begins to appear in January; ordi- 
narily the number of cases mount dur- 
ing the spring, reach their peak in June 
and July, begin to ebb in August and 
Grop off almost entirely in September 
and October.” I have quoted from mem- 
ory, but that is the gist of what he said.

BY GREGG WELLINGHOFP, Dallas 
office of The Billboard—A law in Texas 
requires every passenger car entering the 
State to register and pay a fee of $7.50. 
The law reads, “A foreign vehicle, op- 
erated in business of a non-resident car- 
ried on in this State, shall be registered 
and same fees paid therefor as required 
of residents of this State.” A Mr. Piper 
has entered suit against the States of 
New Mexico and Arizona to test the con- 
stitutional rights of the States “in 
tampering with interstate commerce and 
the rights granted by interstate com- 
mence.” This case will be heard in Fed- 
eral Court in Santa Fe, N. M., September 
15 to October 15, 1935. Should the court 
render a decision in favor of the plaintiff, 
this will open a royal battle, nation wide. 
Every State in the Union will be affected 
by this decision and very likely many re- 
funds would be forthcoming. 

We hope Mr. Wellinghoff will keep this 
department advised on this situation; if 
impossible for him to attend this hearing 
we will send a special representative.

COLUMBUS, O.—The automobile li- 
cense department of this State requests 
that you do not dispose of your 1935 
Jicense plates until April 1, 1936. If a 
motor vehicle owner disposes of his plates 
before this date he must buy new 1935 
plates, because the 1936 plates will not 
go on sale until March 1, 1936, and one 
month is provided for purchase, until 
April 1, 1936. Fees, cars less than 25- 
horse, $7; 26 to 31-horse, $10; over 31- 
horse, $16, for automobiles and com- 
mercial cars only.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 3.—Ringling-Bar- 
num was given permission to show Au- 
gust 17-18 on the lake front play- 
grounds, but only after bitter opposition 
by the Wisconsin State Fair officials, 
which necessitated the passing of a spe- 
cial bill thru the State Legislature. 

Al Butler, contracting agent for the 
Ringling show, had sought the lake- 
front property and ran against barriers, 
so a bill was put thru the State Legis- 
lature, it passing both houses. The 
Milwaukee council voted for the grant- 
ing of the lease 27 to 0, but before it 
was signed by Governor LaFollette 
members of the State Fair board sought 
a veto of the measure, fearing a circus 
within a week before the opening of the 
State Fair here would injure the fair’s 
business.

Earlier in the day, preceding a delicious 
cafeteria luncheon sponsored by Mr. Ben- 
son and held under a special quiltwork 


pattern “big top” adjoining his delight- 
ful beer garden, President E. R. Enegren, 
Lake Pearl, Wrentham, Mass., called on 
Harry C Baker, of Harry C. Baker en- 
gineering and park enterprises, president 
of the parent NAAPPB, who responded 
with a short address on liability in- 
surance, and in connection with that 
subject made an appeal for more mem- 
bership for greater strength “in breaking 
the insurance monopoly now held.” 
Ex-Mayor Andrew A. Casassa of Revere, 
charter member of the organization,

Message From Baker 
To all Members and Non-Members: 


The question of paramount importance 
before the NAAPPB, as well as thé entire 
industry, today is: “How can owners 
and operators obtain relief from the op- 
pressive premium charges and stringent 
rules set up by the present carriers of 
liability insurance?” 


As the solution to this question rep- 
resents one of the biggest problems ever 
before our assoviation, I, as president of 
the NAAPPB, nave taken it upon myself 
to ascertain the underlying causes for 
this burdensome insurance development 
and at the same time to determine what 
must be done to cure and prevent recur- 
rence of a like situation. 

Therefore, to get off in the right direc- 
tion, let us review a similar situation 
that confronted our industry in 1920 
when there was not a single financially 
substantial insurance company in the 
country that would sell us public lia- 
bility insurance, and see what the NAAP 
did at that time toward solving the 
problem. 

The NAAP found that the insurance 
companies were not to blame for their 
attitude toward the business On ¢he 
contrary, the amusement park industry 
was directly at fault because the de- 
velopment then existing was due direct- 
ly to the lack of co-operation among the 
park owners and operators thruout the 
country and manner in which their liae 
bility insurance had been placed. 


On Law of Average 


Let us prove these statements: 

(a) We all Know that an insurance 
company, works cn the law of average. 
Therefore, to successfully underwrite 
business they must have a number of 
risks, of a given class, with sufficient 
premium volume so that in the event a 
limited number of risks develop unfavor- 
able loss rates they will have a great 
number to counterbalance such losses. 

(b) As each operator endeavored to 
handle the placing of his own liability 
insurance business thru his local agent, 
imsurance of the many park operators 
found its way into as many different 
channels and companies. The result was 
that no one company had a substantial 
premium volume to work on, and in 
many instances the premiums were so 
small that the occurrence of a single 
loss was sufficient to cause cancellation 
and at the same time created an ever- 
lasting impression with the carrying 
company that our business could not be 
hendled profitably on any basis. 

The NAAP, in recognizing these de- 
velopments, then had three factors to

Some years back a lot of work was 
done on a safety code by several inter- 
ested groups, and our own industry was 
represented by a committee, of which 
George P. Smith Jr. was chairman. With 
the coming of the depression it was 
found necessary to djscontinue the work, 
with the job only halfway completed. 

However, the situation has become so 
acute that the resumption of the work 
now is necessary, and Mr. Baker has ap- 
pointed as members of the committee 
to represent NAAPPB George P. Smith 
Jr., chairman; Fred A. Church, George H. 
Cramer and W. F. Mangels. With such 
men in charge of the work a fine job 
is assured.

bring them together in order to effect an 
improved situation. 

(1) Have the owners and operators 
tbrvout the country realize the neces- 
sity of co-operation in placing their pub- 
lic liability insurance business. 

(2) Thru this co-operation build up @ 
premium volume of sufficient size to war- 
rant the interest of a reputable com- 

any. 

2 (3) Have the individual owners and 
operators, in pooling their business with 
others in the industry, place the same 
with facilities appointed by the NAAP. 
This method of pooling cf all liability in- 
surance business would not only mean 
the attracting of a reputable company 
into our field, but would place the asso- 
ciation in the position, by reason of its 
control over the insurance facilities of 
cur group and the placing of our busi- 
ness, to demand recognition of the car- 
rying company as well as receiving @ 
strong voice in the manner in which the 
promotion work of the business was to 
be carried on. 


Unity Proven Need 


Altho we did not receive the fullest 
e-operation in this connection from the 
entire industry, we did receive the unani- 
mous support of our association mem- 
bers and, as a result, we interested, thru 
this medium of co-operation, one of the 
largest liability companies in the coun- 
try; and all this by the spring of 1921. 
Further, by reason of this co-operation 
the insurance company immediately 
recognized the NAAP in its develop- 
ment work as a controlling factor over 
this premium volume and held annual 
meetings with the officers of our asso- 
ciation at the home offices of the com- 
pany for the purpose of discussing such 
questions as claim and engineering serv- 
ice, rates, policy conditions, etc. 

This proved conclusively that we were 
right in our plea to the amusement park 
industry for its solidified co-operation, 
and further, it was concrete evidence 
that the same is imperative, particularly. 
when there is a problem of national 
scope to be solved. 

This satisfactory development of our 
public liability insurance continued thru 
to 1928. But then what happened? The 
individual operator, for one reason or 
another, began to act independently in 
the matter of insurance placement and 
this, naturally, tended toward lessening 
the influence of the association with the 
carriers 

Co-Operation Imperative 

At our convention meetings and thru 
the amusement publications we en- 
deavored to point out to our members 
the conditions ahead of us if this method 
of procuring coverage by the individual 
operators was continued. It did not take 
many months for this prediction to be 
proven. New restrictions were imposed 
and premium increased and, on account 
of the lack of co-operation with the 
association by the operators, much harm

Are You Charging a Fair Price? 


FROM JULY-AUGUST NAAPPB BULLETIN 


This article is not intended to answer 
any given question, but is only to call 
your attention to different methods of 
charging and to point out different 
angles relating to admission price. The 
decision must be made individually. 


First of all, we must consider the fact 
that most of the expenses of a swim- 
ming pool are constant and are not in- 
creased or decreased by the number of 
patrons who attend. It is true that we 
do have to pay for the laundering of 
towels and suits, and that we must pro- 
vide extra locker room and pool attend- 
ants as our attendance increases. These 
expenses, however, are nominal in com- 
parison to our total expense. Therefore 
to make a pool pay we must concentrate 
on obtaining revenue. 


Price and Demand 


There is an economic law which says 
that as the price of an article increases 
the demand for that article decreases, 
and conversely, as the price decreases 
the demand increases. 

It has been discovered that the maxi- 
mum revenue does not occur when the 
price is highest due to lack of number 
of patrons; neither does it occur when 


the number of patrons is greatest, be- 
cause then the price is too low. There- 
fore the point to be attained is a happy 
medium between these. Just exactly 
where this point occurs can be dis- 
covered only by experiment. 

Having decided upon a given admis- 
sion charge which can be collected from 
enough people to cover all fixed ex- 
penses and pay a profit, there remains 
the problem of how to handle suits and 
towels. Shall we charge one price and 
give suits and towels to those using 
them or shall we make a reduction for 
patrons bringing their own? 


Arriving at Prices 


Looking at it from one side, it seems 
hardly fair to give one man a suit and 
towel for a certain price and then charge 
the same price to a man who furnishes 
his own. Again you have the suits and 
towels and you might just as well get 
the revenue. 

What is fair? 

Certainly both cannot be right. We 
will appreciate your reaction and an 
explanation of how you arrive at your 
admission price.

George F. Schott 


Coney Island’s great commander-in- 
chief and Cincinnati’s splendid citizen 
lies lifeless on his shield, as it were, for 
he died in action and as swiftly as any 
general struck down in the field of 
combat. 

This soldierly figure which we draw 
up of the tireless, sleepless man of ac- 
tion and genius that George F. Schott 
was is not an exaggeration. His vision, 
his unswerving, dauntless courage, his 
ability to see around a corner, his 
genius of command would have made 
George F. Schott an outstanding mili- 
tary leader if fate had cast him into 
that role. 

However, those of his associates in the 
show world who had come to know him 
intimately thru 12 years of contact came 
to love him for his marked humani- 
tarianism. Never possessed a man a 
warmer heart than did George F. Schott, 
nor never was there a more loyal friend 
than he. Everything that was good and 
nothing that was evil made up the day- 
by-day existence of George F. Schott. 

He was a native of Cincinnati, born 
in 1878, and rose from bank clerk to 
foremost shoe merchant of that city, 
mastering meanwhile the life insurance 
business, and 12 years ago entered upon 
a career in the show business where he 
proved his true genius by transforming 
Coney Island into what many conceived 
to be the most beautiful amusement 
park in the world. 

Altho the master’s hand is cold and 
still, Coney Island, under the impetus 
he gave it, will go on in quite the same 
successful manner, for he had the vision 
to early train his son, Edward L. Schott, 
to follow in his footsteps, and his son, 
tho still young, has of recent years 
manifested his worthiness to wear his 
father’s crown. 

Showmen everywhere mourn his loss. 
He leaves a void in the industry which 
it will be difficult to fill. He leaves a 
countless number of warm friendships, 
but, most of all, he has left an example 
of achievement wrought by the highest 
form of integrity, diligence. perse- 
verance, persistence and humanitarian- 
ism. For these we all owe him a debt of 
gratitude and remove our hats in respect 
as we bid farewell to our beloved George 
F. Schott. 


Herman Bergoffen 


The life of Herman Bergoffen is an- 
other jewel in the crown of showdom 
whose brilliance tells the world of the 
true character and capabilities of many 
acknowledged in this most worthy in- 
dustry and ofttimes misunderstood and 
underestimated by the world at large. 

Herman Bergoffen, born in Neumar- 
ket, Austria, in 1879, came to this coun- 
try as a boy and was gradyated from 
the Manhattan public schools. In 1900 
he obtained his B. S. degree from the 
College of the City of New York and 
later was graduated from Brooklyn Law 
School. 

The exceptional perseverance, persist- 
ence and ability of the man was well 
demonstrated by the fact that he, altho 
a foreigner not long from his native 
land, acquired such a perfect mastery of 
the English language as to receive an 
appointment as teacher of English. This 
is an achievement of which even a na- 
tive-born American might justly be 
proud. 

Herman Bergoffen, altho small of 
stature, was great in ability, in vision 
and in warmth of character. He affili- 
ated himself with numberless civic or- 
ganizations and always took a keen 
interest in movements for the welfare 
of his fellowmen. 

His untimely death on June 1 was a 
great shock to his countless friends and 
admirers in the NAAPPB. We shall 
miss Herman Bergoffen greatly, but we 
shall never cease to thank him for those 
lessons which he taught us and for that 
rich heritage which he left us.

The amusement park ten 
miles up the Ohio River from Cincinnati 
was not at all well known over the coun- 
try when this business executive took 
the helm. In a few years it was known 
in America wherever amusement parks 
were at all considered. 

We always placed it in a class with the 
very best. This resort; Elitch Gardens, 
Denver, and Playland, Rye, N. Y., had a 
place at the top which belonged only to 
them. Mr. Schott had been successful 
as a shoe merchant and had to his credit 
no small attainments in political life. 
He had been sheriff of his county and a 
member of several tational political con- 
ventions. His pride was Coney Island of 
his own community, which he brought to 
the fore ty sound business principles. 
He insisted on the best and on delivering 
to the public all that was promised. 

When one of his boats stuck in the 
mud he sent the passengers home by taxi 
at the expense of the park—a master 
stroke for building good will. His for- 
mer closest competitor, Charles Miller, of 
Cincinnati Zoo, always spoke of George 
Schott in the highest terms, a crucial 
test of character. We shall miss this 
stalwart man in our future assemblies in 
the interest of the park business. 


Dusenbury Passes 


Only the previous week Will J. Dusen- 
bury, one of the two brothers who built 
up and owned Olentangy Park, Colum- 
bus, O., many years, passed on. A lead- 
ing character in the park business has 
been taken from cach of Ohio’s principal 
cities.

ment tables to make one see things; an 
enormous pie at the finish of a dinner 
from which a 13-foot boa constrictor is 
released onto the table; the first horse 
owned by John J. Pershing; two mum- 
mies on free exhibdition; an exhibition of 
thee monkeys by one of his young 
women attendants that have never been 
surpassed for cleverness. The lion, tiger, 
horse and elephant exhibits are in them- 
selves worth the price of gate admission. 
These are some of his specia] features 
that charm his patrons. He keeps a 
Hindu, a real one, to use appropriately 
just where such 2 character fits into the 
picture. 


A Modern Barnum

Mr. Moss gave the case a preference on 
his calendar because Sindell left me 
stranded without any means of support. 
On the day before the final hearing in 
the commissioner’s office Mr. Sindell 
came to the office of my attorneys, paid 
to them my full salary and executed a 
bill of sale to me on three banners 
valued at $65, proof of which is on file 
in the office of my attorneys. I there- 
after entered into a new contract with 
David Rosen, of the World Circus Side 
Show, in the presence of Mr. Sindell 
and with his hearty approval. At pres- 
ent I am working harmoniously with 
David Rosen. Your deponent prays that 
his readers decide whether side-show 
entertainers are the “scum of the earth” 
or whether Mr. Sindell was unjust in 
using such term and tactics.

Solons Provide Celebration 
For U. S, Constitution Day 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The Senate 
passed Senate Joint Resolution 59 pro- 
viding for celebration on September 17, 
1937, of the 150th anniversary of the 
adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States by the Constitutional 
Convention and establishing a commis- 
sion to be known as the Sesquicenten- 
nial Constitution Commission, as re- 
port from the judiciary committee, with 
amendments. 

Under the joint resolution the Presi- 
dent of the United States is authorized 
and requested to issue a proclamation 
calling upon public officials to display 
the United States flag on public build- 
ings and the people of the United States

Texas Centen Funds 
Tapped by Ft. Worth 


FORT WORTH, Tex. — Centennial 
Commission of Control has made a dil- 
rect. allocation of $250,000 out of the 
State appropriation of $575,000 to Fort 
Worth for an exposition commemorating 
the live-stock industry in Texas in 1936. 
Allotment is contingent upon Fort Worth 
and Tarrant County voting bonds and 
otherwise raising money in the addition- 
al sum of $1,250,000 to carry on an ex- 
hibition. 


Commission has $575,000 appropriated 
by the Legislature to assist in local cele- 
brations. The $250,000 takes a large 
share of this, but a resolution was 
adopted by the board providing fot reim- 
bursement to the State in the event Fort 
Worth is granted a share of the federal 
centennial appropriation. However, Fort 
Worth would not reimburse the State if 
the State centennial commission re- 
ceived a grant from the federal fund. 
Lieutenant-Governor Walter F. Woodul, 
Houston, is in Washington to discuss 
possibilities of getting a direct federal 
grant to enlarge the control commission’s 
fund. 


As a result of the appropriation to Fort 
Worth, several members of the Centen- 
nial historical advisory board resigned, 
but their resignations were not accepted. 
They declared they were convinced Fort 
Worth is entitled to a share of Centen- 
nial funds, but thcught it should come 
from the federal government. 


September 3 has been set as date for 
an election here on $687,500 bonds for a 
$1,500,000 Centennial live-stock exposi- 
tion plant for the 1936 celebration. City 
council members have advanced a plan 
whereby proposed buildings and grounds 
would be leased to Southwestern Exposi- 
tion and Fat Stock Show.

Bal- 
lyhoo Bros. the trail-blazers for Ameri- 
can shows to follow.

One of the most outstanding of thes* 
was a clipping from The St. John (N.B.) 
Telegraph-Journal of recent date, read- 
ing as follows: 


“Traveling carnivals would find Saint 
John a wailed city if the Common Coun- 
cil acceded to the request embodied in a 
letter it received at a committee meet- 
ing yesterday from Walter H. Golding, 
manager of the Capitol Theater. Mr. 
Golding lodged a strong protest against 
such shows being allowed to pitch their 
tents on Saint John’s vacant lots and 
pictured them as subsisting on ‘gambling 
devices.” He referred to their diversion 
of wage money from the established mo- 
tion picture industry, pointed out that 
this industry in Saint John pays higher 
taxes than elsewhere in the Dominion 
and declared that many communities had 
barred carnivals as being ‘definitely 
harmful.’ His letter, which drew some 
criticism from members of the council, 
was referred to Mayor Brittain for a 
reply. 

“*The Conklin Shows, said Mayor 
Brittain, dealing with the company which 
recently visited Saint John, ‘are very 
reputable and all-Canadian. They were 
brought here under the auspices of the 
B. E. S. L., which was guaranteed $1,000, 
as well as employment as ticket sellers 
and so on for 24 of its unemployed men. 
I have heard no direct protest whatever 
as to the Conklin Shows and nothing 
but the best reports. We can’t build a 
fence around the city and eliminate all 
these things. We have shows here at ex- 
hibition time. The Canadian Legion made 
arrangements for the Conklin Shows to 
come here, knowing of no other means 
of picking up $1,000 to carry on its work, 
and I can’t just see the fairness of this 
letter.’ 

“*T haven’t seen a cleaner show,” said 
Commissioner Massie, ‘and I saw no 
evidence of gambling whatever.’ ‘I don’t 
think the letter is speaking particularly 
of this one,’ said Commissioner Wigmore, 
‘but there are fly-by-night outfits which 
take money out of the city.’ 

“Mayor Brittain said that before travel- 
ing carnivals were allowed to operate 
here they were considered by him very 
carefully. 

“Commissioner Massie declared that 
the proprietor of the Conklin Shows had 
told him he was leaving Saint John ‘83,000 
in the red,’ but was ‘making good with 
the Legion just the same.’”

plan whereby more unified co-operation 
may be received from State Officials, 
which would tender to lessen the tension 
in spots. This department suggests a 
“Motorized Show Faculty.” consisting of 
a high official in each State, who will 
set forth his efforts in aiding this in- 
dustry to accomplish a more unified pro- 
tection against antagonisms within his 
State. Each State official would issue a 
certificate specifying under a general 
order that local authorities must not 
interfere with show operation while on 
location or in transit unless absolute 
proof of a law violation is ascertained and 
said violations are of such nature that 
the law must be injected. The certi- 
ficate issued by each show would bear 
the indorsement of the official and be ex- 
posed in a public place at all times. This 
plan would lessen the number of local 
chiselers cut for payoffs and free passes. 
It would also create some thought in the 
minds of J.P.’s end constables on high- 
ways, who often offer the greatest an- 
tagonism. Each official would specify in 
the certificate that all rules and regula- 
tions must be abided by or the certificate 
would be canceled. Therefore, each show 
would be compelled to maintain a stand- 
ard of operation. This plan conforms 
with ideas of many State officials who 
have expressed opinions and it appears 
only probable and sensible that such & 
plan would be a benefit.

R. C. Wood, chairman of the State 
highway department, Frankfort, says that 
all motorized shows that desire to ob- 
tain special permits from him must file 
a $500 cash or surety bond before en- 
tering the State. 


Maine Ports 


Something new in ports-of-entry laws 
has been enacted in this State. It pro- 
vides for six ports to which any truck 
operating within the State may be sent 
by a patrolman to check the weight. All 
trucks coming into the State must be 
weighed before entering; if a truck is 
not overweight a cetificate will be issued 
allowing the truck to proceed. A light 
registration fee is charged at all ports 
and if trucks are found to be overweight 
an increased fee will be assessed.

PRED MURREE, “Bright Star,” 74- 
year-old Indian, who is manager of Pair- 
mount Park Roller Rimk, Red Lion, Pa., 
may take the road on a barnstorming 
tour this fall, he remarks, “just to show 
what roller skating has done for me.” 
He can still give a real exhibition of 
artistic and fancy skating. Regarding 
some time he was reading about lately, 
he writes, “I do not want to criticize 
anyone, but 2:19% for one mile on a 
flat track is very fast. If I had a road 
one mile long and all downhill I think 
I might equal it. I have been thinking 
of an electrical skate for speed, but 
probably someone has beaten me to it. 
I expect to hear of this time being 
behten shortly if some of the rinks do 
not measure their race courses properly. 
I have been called upon to officiate at 
some race meets in this State where 
there have been many disputes about 
short race courses, and I have known 
from experience that the class of skaters 
entered could not make the time that 
my watch showed. I expect there are 
many rinks where courses are short. A 
simple way to get correct measurement 
is to take an auto tire, put it on the 
starting line and put a chalk mark on 
the rim of the tire and one on the rink 
floor. Then roll the tire along until the 
chalk mark comes to the floor again, 
then mark the floor with chalk. Now 
measure the distance from the first 
mark to the second mark. Then roll 
the tire around the center of the race 
course and see how many times it will 
take to go around the course. Then 
multiply for one lap; figure how many 
laps will make 5,280 feet. This is very 
simple and correct.”

PERSONALITY SKETCH 

This week’s subject is Billie Baldock, 
rink manager par excellence and bril- 
liant all-round performer on rollers. 
Baldock, who hails from Yorkshire, first 
took up roller skating at the age of 12, 
when he began to patronize Drill Hall 
Rink in his native city of Sheffield. 

Just prior to the World War he started 
to blossom out as a skater of ability, 
his dance and speed work beginning to 
attract attention, while he also played 
a useful game of hockey with the Shef- 
field Empire boys about that time. Im- 
mediately after the armistice Billie 
turned pro and took over management 
of Cutler’s Hall, Sheffield, which rink he 
successfully operated from 1918 to 1927. 

While at this rink his daughter, Doris, 
created quite a stir by her mastery of 
two-step and waltz at the age of six. 
Today Doris is a charming girl of 20 
and, believe me, some skater! This tal- 
ented young lady is a full-fledged pro 
and for some years has assisted her 
father with floor matters, being a model 
instructress. 

In 1928 Baldock changed quarters, 
taking over management of Attercliffe 
Rink, Sheffield, where he remained for 
three years. This rink is small, but has 
enjoyed excellent patronage many years 
and never did better than while Billie 
Baldock was in charge. The winter of 
1931 saw our subject leave his home 
city for the Emerald Isle, where he ran 
Fun Palace Rink, Cork, for a season, 
returning to England the following sum- 
mer to take over newly opened Winter 
Gardens, Skegness, largest rink on East 
Coast. The winter of ‘32 found the 
Baldocks back in Ireland at Pavilion, 
Limerick, for a season, but in the sum- 
mer following they crossed the Irish Sea 
again and established themselves at Ritz 
Rink, Liverpool, where they have re- 
mained ever since, doing good business. 

Today Billie Baldock is 44 and rated 
by leading critics as one of the finest 
all-round performers we have on rollers, 
in such branches as trick, endurance and 
dance skating he reaches near to per- 
fection. As a rink manager he combines 
sociability, tactfulmess and enterprise 
and is a man who studies his public and 
operates to a good standard. With those 
who have the continued prosperity and 
advancement of roller skating at heart, 
Billie Baldock is looked upon as a real 
asset. From my own experience I have 
ever found bim a sportsman to his fin- 
ger tips.

In a recent issue of The Bill- 
board I read a pipe shot by W. G. 
Barnard, erstwhile peeler worker, 
saying that our friends Mr. and 
Mrs. Ira Weiss, whitestone workers 
of note, were embarking on an 
around-the-world pleasure tour. 
When one stops to think of the 
expense ard costs attached to one 
of those tours, one will naturally 
wonder if there is that much 
money to be made and spared by a 
couple in this business. 

Well, it can be made and has 
been made, at least by the Weisses, 


for as whitestone workers they 
are the most formidable that I 
have encountered since I have 


been in that division of the busi- 
ness. When I first went to selling 
whitestones I did everything pos- 
sible and cut corners of many 
States, staying out of the way of 
this pair. Competing against them 
was equivalent to bucking up 
against a brick wall. 

Ira and the missus have worked 
any and every big spot known in 
the country.

Walter, as many of you 
no doubt know, is busily engaged man- 
aging several shows at the Brussels Ex-’ 
position, but takes time off occasionally 
to do some visiting. Here’s how he de- 
scribes the Kermess of Bruxelles: 


This is an annual event and has been 
a fixture for over 300 years. It opens 
the second Sunday of July every year 
and usually is a grand success. It runs 
for six weeks. 


This year the opening date was on 
the Independence Day of France, July 
14. This day is generally observed here 
as a holiday, due to the many French 
people that live here. 


I took a couple of hours off the other 
night and visited this Kermess, which is 
located in the center of a boulevard that 
must be at least 200 feet wide. All of 
the attractions face the same way. 

Owing to the fact that all of the car- 
nivals in this country show either on 
the streets or the boulevards, tents as 
we know them in America are never 
seen.

All of the structures are frames and 
some of them are very ingenious. All 
of the attractions have fronts of some 
kind, banners being in the _ great 
minority, mostly all being carvings of 
some kind.

What’s New Under the Sun? 


OUR correspondent, on many oc- 

casions, has been tempted to ask 

this direct question of showmen 
and nonshowmen alike. The response 
will, in all probability, depend on what 
classification you answer to. Regard- 
less of whether you admit to being a 
showman, or whether you own up to 
being part of John Q. Public, we take 
you both to task for not heeding each 
other’s complaints and ofttimes justi- 
fiable criticisms on the subject of origi- 
nality in outdoor showmanship. 

It would be unfair to say that some 
branches of the outdoor amusement 
field are subject to this criticism—but 
rather that the entire outdoor show 
world should shoulder the responsibility 
of creating the new and the novel. 

It’s really quite remarkable how lit- 
tle the outdoor show business actually 
changes over a long period of years. 
Why, even some of the customs of the 
trade have been afraid of the big, bad 
wolf labeled “Progress.” 

A striking example of what we mean 
was recently found in a translation of 
an old Gaelic-English novel. The sccne 
depicted -is the opening “bally” before 
the side show, and the one making the 
opening is describing the wonders with- 
in the canvas side wall, and saying: 

“Lords and ladies and esquircs, behold be- 
fore you Blundell’s Unique Collection of Mar- 
vels. . . . Im bringing to you this great 
educational entertainment | offer each and 
all an opportunity as comes but once in a 
man’s lifetime. . . . For the small sum of 
sixpence | promise you greater sights, curi- 
osities, prodigies, wonders, monsters, mys- 
terles, oddities, iddities, quiddities and et 
ceteras than you'll see elsewhere for a shil- 
ling, a crown or a pound paid down. And 
that’s on the word of John Blundell, honest 
Jack, old Trueblue Blundell, who never broke 
his word to man, woman or child, and would 
sooner break his neck. 


“All for sixpence. . . . Within this 
booth, and mark you, for sixpence, you 
shall see Mile. Dee. Mentnow, favorite 
dancer from the Court of King Louis. 
She will dance the morrice, the hay and 
sword dance of the wild and heathenish 
highlanders of Scotland. Within this 
booth you shall behold, living, alive and 
breathing, the same as you and me, a 
mermaiden or sea wench. From the 
waist up she is as handsome a young 
woman as you’ll see betwixt now and a 
week from Tuesday, but from the waist 
down—from the waist down she is a 
fish. Like as it was a haddock or a 
salmon. So fishy she is that my old 
tomcat, who’s remarkable fond of fish, 
is continually a-nipping of her. 

“Also you shall see, and all for six- 
pence, the Clockwork Puppet or Me- 
chanical Marvel, the handiwork of a 
famous German anthropophagist. This 
strange and curious creature is neither 
human nor unhuman. He neither eats 
nor sleeps and has no innards but only 
works like as it was a clock. He walks 
and talks and answers questions as is 
put to him and smokes a tobacco pipe. 

“Also you shall see Punch’s Celebrated 
Company of Comical Tragedians in a 
new and whimsical drojl. All these mar- 
vels and wonders, sights and spectacles, 
as portrayed by the famous artist and 
described by your humble servant, are 
to be viewed within for sixpence. A 
fair treat and a rare treat, for young 
and old and wise and simple and Dolly 
with a dimple. 


“The performance is now about to begin. 
And when it is over, if you don’t say you've 
had your money’s worth, and more, you can 
ask for your sixpence back. And that’s on 
the word of Blundell, known far and wide as 
Truthful Johnny, old Bible-oath Blundell, the 


Human Affidavit, that would sooner die than 
tell a lie and would liefer be false to his wife 
than his word. And speaking of angels, bless 
me, if there ain’t Mrs. B. now, ready to take 
your sixpence and admit you one and all to 
Biundell’s Unique Collection of Marvels.” 


OUNDS like familiar language, 

doesn’t it? Well, it was uttered 

about 1715 or over 200 years ago, 
and you'll agree no doubt that the mod- 
ern counterpart of this ancient “bally” 
isn’t so very different after all. 

But let’s not kid ourselves—less so 
John Q. Public—in accepting literally 
the statement that “there is nothing 
new under the sun.” During the last 
two years it has been clearly demon- 
strated that new and novel ideas and 
methods of presentation are possible and 
profitable. No, we must not conclude 
that all exists already, and that there 
is no room for invention and originality. 

One of these days we will wake from 
the lethargy caused by the anaesthesia 
of depression, and we will commence 
looking and moving upward and onward 
to greater heights in the achievement 
of the original. 

What's new under the sun? Wéll, the 
answer depends on whether you buy 
outdoor showmanship or whether you 
are merely trying to sell it.

Rackets Up 
For Inquiry 


Move starts to get at bot- 
tom of all trade rackets 


—public is asked to aid 


& 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The New York 
Times suggests editorially that the first 
real investigation and prosecution of 
rackets in the history of the city is now 
beginning. The appointment of Thomas 
E. Dewey by Governor Lehman as special 
prosecutor in the city racket inquiry is 
the occasion for this confidence. Mr. 
Dewey recently made an appeal to the 
public for aid. It would require long 
and quiet work, he said, to get at the 
bottom of the city’s worst rackets. 


Dewey said that “in some industries 
in New York organized crime has 
actually been invited by certain groups 
of business Men to ‘organize,’ as they 
call it, in the industry. Some merchants 
find they cannot make as much profit 
as they would like. They decide to 
‘organize' the industry to raise prices 
at the expense of the public. 

“Legitimate trade associations cannot 
and will not serve their purpose. These 
business men promptly discover, how- 
ever, that the underworld is always 
ready to serve any master for a price. 
The result has been the organization in 
many industries in this city of pre- 
tended trade associations, which are, in 
fact, nothing but cloaks for racketeers. 
Sometimes the greedy business man 
starts the association; sometimes the 
racketeers start it for their own pur- 
poses and force it on the industry. The 
result is always the same. The business 
man and the public pay and the rack- 
eteers take the profits. 


“Here is racketeering in its most 
effective disguise ard its most modern 
form. The association is set up as a 
corporation with a constitution, by-laws 
and full legal window dressing. A few 
members of the industry are bribed or 
intimidated into becoming officers as 
front men for the racketeers. It is an- 
nounced that the association will save 
the industry from trade abuses and 
gather information for legitimate trade 
purposes. On the side it is hinted that 
the association will protect members 
from labor union troubles. Business 
men are first politely urged to join. If 
@ business man has his own suspicions 
and does not join promptly more power- 
ful methods are brought to bear.” 


Show That Games 
Aid City Stores 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Aug. 3.—No one 
is making a pile of money here out of 
pinbali games, but profits from them 
mean the difference between a weekly 
loss and a weekly gain to approximately 
20 restaurants and cigaret shops in 
Charleston, operators have estimated. 


Net returns of about $20 a week from 
the machines in best locations mean 
that stores which would otherwise go 
out of business are managing to make 
both ends meet. The result is employ- 
ment for more than 100 people in a city 
of only 60,000. 

Prizes are allowed here on pin games, 
dice machines, horse racers and diggers, 
which are filling the gap left when city 
and county police ruled slot machines 
taboo five months ago. 

Altho the Charleston County grand 
jury threw out all cases against per- 
sons who allowed slots to be operated 
in their places of business, the police

Chisel Public 
And Stop Play 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—Bill Marmer, of 
the Sicking Manufacturing Company, 
Cincinnati, spent a few days in Chi- 
cago this week “to get way from the 
heat.” In expressing his views on the 
trade outlook for the rest of the year, 
Marmer said that “operators are not 
making any money because 9 out of 10 
of them are chiselers when it comes to 
giving the public plenty for thelr money. 
We have operated pinball games enough 
to know what is good policy and what 
is not. The majority of operators are 
too greedy and as a consequence their 
games never return the purchase price. 

“Games must be extra liberal in re- 
Wards to players if the appeal of the 
games to the public is to continue. And 
when I say liberal I mean liberal. We 
have games in good spots that may take 
in $35 to $40 a day. On such games 
we will return at least $30 to the players, 
making the winning scores as liberal as 
possible. Suppose a game takes in $86 
and we take $3 for our part and give @3 
to the location, leaving $30 in awards 
to players. You can’t keep the crowds 
away from these games. And it means 
that we make money while other oper- 
ators, who see how greedy they can be, 
are not getting the play. Any operator 
can test this fact out for himself. When 
players are winning at frequent inter- 
vals there is always a crowd around the 
game and interest is at a high pitch. 
Stop chiseling the public on winning 
scores and the play of the games will 
remain at a high pitch in summer as 
well as any other season.” 


Change Protest Tactics 


DETROIT, Aug. 3.—Local coinmen in 
their protest against the proposed issue 
of fractional coinage—below one cent— 
will have to concentrate upon Henry 
Morgentheau Jr., Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, it was learned this week. The 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association of 
Michigan sent a formal resolution of pro- 
test, the opening gun in the battle, to 


. all members of Congress from Michigan. 


A reply from John Carson, secretary to 
Senator James Couzens, of Michigan, 
stated that full authority to issue the 
coinage lies with Morgentheau and not 
with Congress. 

Carson, in the absence of Senator 
Couzens, who is in the Mayo Hospital 
Clinic, Rochester, Minn., promised to lay 
the protest directly before the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The statement that the 
Treasury Department rather than Con- 
gress has this power is all the more 
significant in view of Senator Couzens’ 
position as ranking Republican on the 
Senate Finance Committee. Incidentally, 
the change of front will necessitate a 
radical change in the technique of pro- 
test which has hitherto been addressed 
largely to members of Congress. 

A reply was received this week from 
Clyde Robinson, president of the Auto- 
matic Merchandisers’ Association of Iowa, 
who approved of the stand taken by the 
Michigan association and added that 
similar resolutions of protest were being 
given to all Iowa Congressmen. 


Cycle Has Taken 
Turn, Blatt Says 


BROOKLYN, Aug. 3.—Declaring that 
“the cycle has taken a definite turn,’ 
Bill Blatt, president of the Supreme 
Vending Company, is stoutly affirming 
that manufacturers should “quit kidding 
themselves” and seek to introduce some 
originality into amusement games. The 
players are sick of the similarity in all 
the games offered, he declares, “and the 
big drop in play in even the best loca- 
tions is ample proof of this. Many op- 
erators will not survive the summer and 
many manufacturers may also follow 
them unless they make a complete turn 
from their present methods of machine 
constructicn. 


“Too many manufactufers are cooping 
themselves up in their own factories and 
listening to various jobbers and dis- 
tributors instead of getting out into the 
field and surveying conditions as they 
actually exist. Must jobbers and dis- 
tributors are prone to boast a bit, and 
perhaps they have misled manufacturers 
into imitating some other manufacturer 
instead of trying to develop something 
to meet present needs. The manufac- 
turer who coops himself up in his fac- 
tory will never build the type of games 
that are necessary to meet the changing 
conditions about the country.” 

Blatt also suggests that the coin-ma- 
chine industry should have the courage 
of other industries and openly take steps 
to find out what the market needs, The 
motion picture industry, he says, en- 
courages reports from the field that will 
enable producers to ascertain what is 
wanted. Manufacturers should welcome 
frank expression of opinion and criti- 
cism from operators and such criticism 
should be published in the trade papers, 
he added. 


Tourist Trade 
Shows Increase 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Tourist trade, 
elways of direct interest to members of 
the amusement games trade, is reported 
to have shown a substantial increase 
during the past year. Department of 
Commerce figures disclosed recently that 
in the first year of repeal United States 
tourists increased their expenditures in 
Canada and Mexico, former near-by 
oases. 

Total expenditures by this nation’s 
tourists in 1934 were estimated at $314,- 
000,000 compared with $292,000,000 in 
1933. 

But while there was a $10,000,00 drop 
in the outlay overseas, tourists spent 
$19,000,000 more in Canada and $13,000,- 
000 more in Mexico than in the last year 
of prohibition. 

The survey, prepared in connection 
with a report on the balance of inter- 
national payments last year, showed esti- 
mated expenditures in the United States 
by foreign visitors increased $11,000,000 
over 1933. 

Amos E. Taylor, cfficial who prepared 
the report, attributed the foreign tourist 
increase to a 22 per cent jump in the 
number of Canadian motor cars entering 
the United States and a 23 per cent in- 
crease in the number of aliens admitted 
“for business, pleasure and transit.” 

The figures for United States tourist 


expenditures included $10,000,000 for 


429,000 citizens residing permanently 
abroad and deriving income from this 
nation. Of that number, however, 247,- 
G00 living in Canada were said to derive 
their principal source of income from 
farming in the Dominion. 

This nation’s tourists spent $120,000,- 
000 in Canada last yeer, or 38 per cent 
of the total United States tourist ex- 
penditures. Canadian tousists spent 
$47,000,000 here, a 34 per cent increase 
over 1933. 

Our tourists spent $50,000,000 in 
France, a $10,000,000 decrease, while 
Mexico received the third largest ex- 
penditure—$41,064,000. 


St. Louis Meeting 


The meeting in St. Louis, August 5 and 
6, for the formation of a national or- 
ganization to represent operators of coin 
machines will be reported in detail in the 
August 17 issue of The Billboard. 

The meeting is a new method of ap- 
proach to the formation of a national 
association of operators and will be of 
great interest to the trade in general. 
During the last year or so a large number 
of State and local associations of opera- 
tors have been formed. Delegates from 
these local and State groups are being sent 
to formulate a national body of some 
kind. 

There will be much discussion of plans 
and policies, matters of vital interest to 
operators all over the country. Read the 
full story in The Billboard. 


More Protests on 


New Coin Threat 


Objections to the two new coins 
planned by the U. S. Treasury to meet 
retail sales tax needs are being regis- 
tered by the coin-machine trade, par- 
ticularly the merchandising machine 
division. The following is a copy of a 
letter sent by the Peerless Products 
Company, North Kansas City, Mo., to 
congressmen: 

“The press continues to carry items 
relative to the Treasury Department's 
plan to mint half-cent and smaller 
coins. This is planned in order to 
facilitate the handling of sales taxes 
in the various States where sales tax 
laws have been enacted. 

“Undoubtedly the matter will shortly 
come before the Senate and Congress for 
consideration. If the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s wishes prevail it will result in 
untold harm to a business to which 
probably no consideration has been 
given. A business built up over a period 
of many years and which has a turnover 
of hundreds of millions of dollars per 
year will be killed. 

“In every part of the United States, 
including every village, hamlet, wayside 
station, etc. there are hundreds of 
thousands of small, low-priced machines 
that vend candy, nuts, gum, etc. There 
are hundreds of thousands of weighing 
machines. All of these are operated 
with 2 1-cent piece. 

“These machines are owned by thou- 
sands and thousands of people in lots 
of 10, 20, 30 and 40 each, up to the very 
large operating companies who service 
thousands. The largest sale made is @ 
penny. The very nature of the machine 
is such that it must be built inex- 
pensively. 

“By being so constructed coins smaller 
than the present penny will operate 
them. These machines will deliver a 
full penny in merchandise for the 
coins now being contemplated — one- 
tenth, one-fifth, two-fifths, one-half 
pennies. 

“The penny machine business cannot

Airway was at the peak of its 
run in the summer of '33, and at the 
same time we were in the midst of a 
record-breaking run on Skipper and 
Bosco. Last year, with the mercury over 
100, we were turning out 400 and 500 
Fleets a day and passing cold beer thru 
the factory to keep the boys going. And 
now we're in the midst of the same kind 
of rush with Ace. The machine is going 
like wildfire, and by the way orders are 
coming in the plant will be running 
strong on Ace way up into fall. It just 
goes to show that the right kind of 
game will get the play and make money 
for operators regardless of the weather.”

(Continued from opposite page) 
stand this. Profits now are naturally 
only in fractions of a cent. If the 
Treasury Department puts smaller coins 
in circulation millions of dollars of in- 
vestments in vending and weighing ma- 
chines will be reduced to junk in less 
than a week’s time. The average earn- 
ings of these machines per day is not 
large, but people who own 20, 30 or 40 
machines are keeping off charity rolls. 
To place these sMaller coins in circula- 
tion will destroy their investments and 
income and place them on relief rolls. 

“The larger operating companies will 
be obliged to discontinue. Thousands 
of collectors, repair men, service men, 
etc., will be discharged. Manufacturers 
of these venders and weighing machines 
cannot continue in business. Factories 
equipped for the purpose of manufac- 
turing these items will be reduced to 
junk prices. They will be obliged to 
discharge their labor and pay rolls will 
evaporate. Their capital investment 
will be reduced to zero. 

“If it were possible to manufacture 
these items to accept 1-cent pieces only 
this difficulty would not confront man- 
ufacturers and operators. This cannot 
be done at the price at which this mer- 
chandise must be sold. The profits in 
the business are too small. 

“We repeat that millions of dollars of 
invested capital would be lost. Thou- 
sands of people now earning $1, $2, $3, 
$4 and $5 per day will have no income— 
no employment. 

“In connection with venders, half the 
peanuts grown are sold thru penny 
venders. Peanut growers depend to a 
large extent on this industry for their 
market. That percentage will be de- 
stroyed. Thousands of employees en- 
gaged in the manufacture of confections, 
ball gum, stick gum, etc., will be out 
of employment. 

“If you permit the coinage of these 
pieces another industry in which the 
total turnover in the country is esti- 
mated at several hundred million dollars 
per year will be wrecked. The ‘balance 
of trade’ in the United States is the 
penny business. If you mint lesser coins 
you destroy that business and you 
destroy the income of thousands of 
people. It is possible this action may 
so seriously cripple the ‘balance of 
trade’ that recovery will be more seri- 
ously retarded than can be foreseen. 

“We doubt very much if this feature 
of the situation has occurred to you or 
to your colleagues. Now that it is pre- 
sented, we trust it will have your con- 
scientious consideration. A reply at 
your convenience will be appreciated.”

Wins Dismissal 


In Bronx Field 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Court of Special 
Sessions, Bronx County, decided in favor 
of free plays as awards on pinball games 
by dismissing charges against a location 
owner July 19. Justices Brady, Ker- 
nochan and McInerney presided and 
Attorney Harry W. Goldberg, of Haskell 
& Goldberg, represented the location 
owner. The decision in antagonistic 
Bronx County is considered important 
by metropolitan coin-machine interests. 
The Bronx has been the scene of long 
and bitter agitation against pinball 
games, with a local newspaper and 
prosecuting attorneys leading the agi- 
tation. 


The case in question came up from a 
magistrate’s court to the Special Ses- 
sions Court.

High License Kills Biz 


TUCSON, Ariz., Aug. 3.—Pinball games 
in Arizona, after doing a record busi- 
ness for the last few years, are reported 
to have disappeared by the hundreds in 
the last month. A State license tax of $5 
a month on each game is said by coin- 
men to be the reason. This fee is pro- 
hibitive on games in all except the most 
favorable spots, they declare. 


Need High Court 
Test, Judge Says 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 3.—In City 
Court here a friendly test case on crane 
and digger type of machines resulted in 
a recommendation that a test should be 
made in the higher courts of the State 
so that “manufacturers of the machines 
and those who purchase them would be 
guided by definite authority in the 
future.” 

The repetition of trials in the lower 
courts on these machines was to be 
avoided, the judge suggested. The ma- 
chines were defended as games of skill 
and a machine was on exhibit before the 
court. 

The court imposed a fine in the case 
and the attorney for the defense an- 
nounced that an appeal would be taken 
to the State Supreme Court of Errors. 


Coinmen Rejoice 


In Big Meeting 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—In one of the 
biggest meetings of the year and on 
the record hot day of the year thus far 
the Amalgamated Vending Machine Op- 
erators’ Association met at the Pythian 
Temple and forgot the heat, with a 
great and enthusiastic celebration mark- 
ing the official announcement from the 
speakers’ platform that licenses would 
once again be issued. 


Every member present was pledged to 
co-operate to the fullest extent with the 
license department. Beginning July 28 
licenses for pin-game locations were 
again issued by the license depart- 
ment, and tho these licenses will termi- 
nate on October 31, according to the 
laws of the city, it is believed they 
will again be renewed. 


Joseph Fishman, executive director of 
the organization, took the speakers’ 
platform and remained for more than 
30 minutes. He explained in detail the 
new licensing plan. He told the mem- 
bers that it was necessary for them to 
only operate “the right type of ma- 
chines.” He also explained that from 
among the board of directors of the 
Amalgamated a censorship committee 
had been chosen that would pass on 
every new machine that was brought 
into the city and that they would be 
immediately notified as to whether they 
could operate that machine. 


He also said that this committee was 
committed to co-operate with the li- 
cense department in every detail. At 
the same time he informed them that 
there was a clause in the new licenses 
that warned the storekeeper against 
minors playing the games. In case a 
storekeeper disregarded this clause in 
the license it would be revoked and the 
association, as well as the license de- 
partment, would be protected by never 
allowing that storekeeper to have ma- 
chines in his place of business. 


Louis Goldberg, known as an out- 
standing operator and great organiza- 
tion worker in this business, spoke next. 


_Mr. Goldberg made a great speech 


wherein be plunged right into technical 
details and followed thru with some 
punch arguments against any type of 
methods that might bring the license 
department down on the necks of the 
operators. He stated that as a whole 
every one of the operators listening to 
him was a “business man” of honorable 
character and integrity and he felt that 
they would try their utmost to control 
chiseling storekeepers by severe warning. 

Benjamin H. Haskell spoke on the 
legal details. He reminded the ops that 
the license department was their great- 
est friend and that they could only re- 


turn this friendship by offering 100 
per cent co-operation in every detail. 
His speech was confined to the legal 
problems which arose during the period 
previous to the cranting of new licenses 
by the license department. He praised 
the license commissioner, Paul Moss, 
and the city administration for its fair- 
minded attitude in regard to this in- 
dustry. He again reminded members of 
the new clause in the licenses and also 
of the pledge which they had taken 
that evening.

The A B C of the merchandising ma- 
chine industry cannot be told or explained 
to the layman in the manner most indus- 
tries are described because of the 
romance surrounding its beginning and 
ghich still lingers. 


The usual spirit of adventure and 
pioneering was necessary as a starting 

int. In order to gauge what progress 
this industry has made it is necessary to 
“ook at the record,” as Hon. Alfred E. 
smith would say, starting at scratch and 
tracing some of the major points until 
we reach 1935. There is a fascination 
atout automatic merchandising that has 
led to experiments in using many kinds 
and varieties of commodities which may 
be adapted te automatic selling. Some 
suggestions from the past and the present 
will be made and the writer will also un- 
dertake to give a glimpse into the future 
of this so important an industry. 

In 1888 a few crude penny gum ma- 
chines were placed on location; later on 
that year the Adams Gum Company, of 
Brooklyn, put out a number of machines 
vending a 5-cent package, consisting of 
five slabs of gum. These machines were 
very poorly constructed, easily slugged 
and could be emptied by using a wire or 
a bent hairpin. They did not last long 
and were replaced by improved mechan- 
isms. 

From that period On the makers im- 
proved the coin devices, which had been 
the weakest part. 

Next came the delivery device which 
was a “pushing-out” gadget and was al- 
ways getting out of gear. This was sub- 
stituted by a device known as a gravity 
delivery and this method of delivery is 
still used in many machines. 

The industry practically stood still un- 
til about 25 years ago, when automatic 
merchandising began a slow upward 
movement. The Stohlwerk Chocolate 
Compatiy constructed a two-section 
chocolate machine to be fastened to the 
back of theater seats, a 5-cent money 
device on each section, which contained 
one piece of chocolate in each. It was 
necessary to fill these machines after 
each performance. 

About that time a 10-cent coin opera- 

glass machine was attached to the back 
of every fourth seat in the theater. The 
glasses were secured by a heavy linked 
steel chain to prevent carrying them 
away. 
We might mention right here that 
opera glasses were in common use by 
most theatergoers and the convenience 
of having them in the theater proved a 
great success and continued to be a 
money maker until the building of 
smaller theaters. Then they practically 
disappeared. 

Candy remained, but was vended dif- 
ferently. The back-of-seat machine was 
replaced by an upright standing cabinet, 
inside of which were combined eight 
single units of handkerchief machines, 
each unit baving a coin device. This com- 
bination offered an assortment of eight 
kinds of candy ai 5 and 10 cents, and 
was the beginning in 1919 of candy vend- 
ing machines in the theater. It was 
hecessary to swing this rather clumsy and 
heavy machine away from the wall to 
refill it from the back, by removing the 
ree section. This proved noisy and dif- 
cult. 

Machines of this type are still in use, 
but are being revlaced by hinged front- 
door types, which allow easy refilling and 
Cleaning. Today in all up-to-date thea- 
ters you find beautifully designed, hand- 
carved, ornamental cabinets of walnut, 
Mahogany and oak, prominently placed 
in lobbies and in back of orchestras. 
Many are electrically lighted, showing the 
candy in little shew windows. These 
sales machines are strongly made to with- 
Stand wear and therefore are quite ex- 
pensive, which means that only com- 
panies strong financially can produce. 
maintain and properly protect patents 
and serve the better kind of confections 
at the 5 and 10-cent scale. 
Specialization of sales machines is 
characteristic of successfully vending any 
commodities, and each machine must be 
Properly engineered, designed and 
equipped to do a certain thing. 

They must be economical] to maintain, 
fasy to repair and proof against “slug- 
ging” and general abuse by the public. 
The public must have confidence; so that 
successful vending depends upon quality, 
cleanliness, freshness and attractiveness. 
Quality is the most important factor, and 
buying from a sales machine became & 
habit and a convenience. 

The writer will not go into the subject 


of so-called “slot” and “chance” ma- 
chines at this time, as it has no bearing 
on the industry which the National 
Automatic Sales & Service, Inc., is inter- 
ested in, namely, legal coin-operatea 
merchandising. , 

About four years ago a well-edited 
small book was issued by a maker of “slot” 
and automatic music machines which 
described and illustrated how in the near 
future stores would be equipped and run 
entirely on the basis of automatic mer- 
chandising, which included every com- 
modity from a package of pins to a 16- 
cylinder automobile, and also everything 
in the food line from an onion to a full- 
course dinner, hot or cold, or “what have 
you?” We are awaiting its arrival. 

This brings us down to about the time 
when this infant giant industry began to 
grow rapidly. In other words, the last 
four years have produced more and 
greater results numerically and finan- 
cially than the previous 20 years. In the 
meantime tons of money has been spent 
on experimentation, foolish exploitation, 
blind spending of fortunes without mak- 
ing a survey of conditions, kinds of goods 
to vend or taking overhead into con- 
sideration. 

Even at this present writing we have no 
definite statistics. The industry is prac- 
tically unchartered as compared with 
other industries, so a word of warning to 
those who only see the glittering of what 
they think is gold. President McKinley 
remarked: “Make haste slowly.” Study 
your market and commodity, then pro- 
ceed slowly. 

Remember that there are many 
products that cannot be sold thru vend- 
ing machines, and the foregoing advice 
will be of value. 

There are at least 40 types of merchan- 
dising machines which vend hundreds of 
varied commodities. This does not in- 
clude telephones, gas meters, turnstiles 
or restaurant automats. 

Every mistake made in the past has 
been a stepping stone to better and bigger 
things in the industry until at the pres- 
ent time every possible kind and variety 
of a package or boxed merchandise, bev- 
erages, such as coffee, tea, soft drinks and 
milk, loose candy, nuts, raisins and apples 
are dispensed thru machines. Apartment 
hcuses in many cities have large auto- 
matic venders in the basements which 
vend bottled milk, cheese, chickens 
(cooked or uncooked), butter, bottled beer, 
ham and meats, bread, rolls, etc. These 
are all coin operated and have proved « 
great convenience to the tenants. The 
first installation was made in the Beaux 
Arts Apartments on the east side of 
New York about three years ago. 

In every city, town and village you find 
coin-operated machines that vend the 
following: candy, gum, shoestrings, nuts, 
razor blades, proprietary medicines in tins 
and bottles, sanitary napkins, apples, 
first-aid bandages, handkerchiefs, postage 
stamps, cigarets, cigars, newspapers, 
magazines, stationery, books, soap and 
tcewels, sandwiches, pies, cakes, paper 
towels, phonograph records, accident in- 
surance policies and dozens of other 
commodities. 

In the larger cities, utilities like tele- 
phone, gas, turnstiles and coin boxes on 
street cars and railroads are operated by 
coin devices. 

Scales, shoeshining and other special 
service devices are coin operated, and we 
could go on and on to many other things 
such as gasoline pumps, coin operated. 

Thanks for the night service in New 
York, Philadelphia and other cities, the 
Automat restaurants use coin devices to 
deliver food and drink. Pay toilets are 
universal, sodamats are popular. 

You will fird in every railroad and bus 
depot metal cabinets with compartments 
where for a dime you place your packages 
or grip by using a coin device to obtain 
the key with which you lock your com- 
partment. The key serves as your claim 
check. 

Most all railroads and bus depots 
have candy, cigaret and gum machines; 
theaters have candy machines in the lob- 
bies or back of the orchestra; scales and 
cesmetics in the ladies’ restrooms. 

Can you doubt the future of coin- 
operated venders after noting the fore- 
going successfully operated fields, when 
only the surface of the fleld has been 
scratched? 

The future holds in store for this in- 
dustry many more important methods 
of dispensing merchandise, which at this 
writing may seem like the dream of an 
idealist, but it is coming to pass. 

From the many devices already de- 
scribed above, add many other commodi- 
ties, then visualize the idea of bringing

them together into one large store, add 
to that a change-making machine and 
you have the complete picture of what 
it will look like. 

To the lay mind automatic selling is a 
side line or a hit-and-miss tmdustry, but 
a few facts about our industry will amaze 
all doubters and make them realize the 
importance of mechanical selling. 

The amazing figures shown according 
to reliable sources in cigaret production 
dazed tne writer, so the thought was to 
pass it on to The Billboard readers. Pro- 
ductibn of cigarets in June approximated 
11,500,000,000. This would make the out- 
put for the first half of the year about 
62,000,000,000 cigarets, an aggregate never 
equaled previously in the history of this 
business. 

Production in the first half of the 
record year of 1931 amounted to almost 
60,000,000,000. Looks like many millions 
of these cigarets were sold thru auto- 
matic merchandisers; in fact, we know 
of two makers of these machines who are 
trying to catch up on filling orders that 
have been piling up for the last six 
months. The writer has made a survey 
of this field and finds that the majority 
of operators have doubled their routes 
and still going strong, and this is mostly 
accounted for on account of the many 
beer gardens, outdoor resorts and the 
result of the repeal act. 

The great improvements made in the 
last two years in appearance and mechan- 
ism, together with the fact very clearly 
stated by one large maker of machines, 
“this expansion by each and every full- 
fledged operator in his organization is in- 
teresting only because it proves that the 
business is so fundamentally sound as to 
reduce the human equation to an abso- 
lute minimum so that lack of experience 
or confidence should not be a restraining 
influence in investigating the merits of 
one of America’s fastest growing busi- 
nesses.” 

The newer models have change-making 
devices which can be adjusted to meet 
the changes in price within a few mo- 
ments; also a slot for free matches. We 
find these machines in de luxe finishes 
in clubhouses, steamships, apartment. 
hotels, amusement centers, hotel lobbies, 
restaurants, lunchrooms, road houses, 
theater restrooms, beer gardens, etc. 

The candy business is an important 
element, as it includes theaters, schools, 
industrial plants; also thousands of so- 
called outside machines at bus and rail- 
road depots. Taken all together statis- 
tics show that the staggering amount of 
over half a billion dollars passes thru coin- 
operated machines each year. Like all 
other growing industries there is always 
a “fly in the ointment,” so our industry, 
unlike others, has “slugging,” which is a 
menace. It is “Enemy No. 1” in the in- 
dustry, and our only remedy is a federal 
law which was prepared by United States 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New York, 
and which is now before the committee, 
making it a felony to make, use or sell a 
coin the same size, contour, weight, etc., 
of any coin minted by the United States 
Government. 

The trade is confronted with the 
problem of establishing the legitimacy of 
automatic merchandising and service de- 
vices in the public mind and of bringing 
about a complete divorcement of the 
legitimate and automatic merchandising 
service trade from pin ball and also games 
of chance. 

Every large and small operator feels 
that much can be accomplished thru 
unified efforts; that reduction of taxes 
will mean increased profits to the op- 
erators and that the cost of counteracting 
adverse and vicious legislation, which has 
heretofore been borne by some individual 
operator, will be lessened, if not entirely 
eiiminated, by reason of the assumption 
of such collective efforts by a national 
association. 

In closing may we call your attention 
to the merging of the two national asso- 
ciations into the National Automatic 
Sales & Service Association, Inc. This 
association was formed November 8, 1934, 
and its members represent millions of 
dollars invested in equipment and mer- 
chandise.

AMUSEMENT CENTER GIFT SHOPS 


Sportland Owner Goes to Public 
Against Official Interference 


(Reprinted from The Atlantic City Press, 
June 26, 1935.) 


On another page of The Press appears 
a paid advertisement telling the world 
that Joseph Schwartz, manager of the 
Salon Bagatelle and Gift Shop, 1515 
Boardwalk, has paid his bagatelle mae 
chine fees for 1935—and thereby hangs a 
tale—-not to mention a letter. 


In a humorous!y worded letter ad- 
dressed to the boar‘ of directors of the 
more or less mythical Vienna Luncheon 
Club, Schwartz, who made front pages 
last year when he urged the indictment 
of the city commissioners while a mem- 
ber of the October grand jury, asks ad- 
viee as to whether he paid the wrong 
man when he obtained licenses from the 
mercantile tax office. 


Since opening his place of business, 
the letter states, he has received up- 
wards of a dozen visits from representa- 
tives of the local authorities and the 
sheriff's office, and he wonders, rather 
anxiously, why. 


Questioned at his establishment, 
Schwartz told a reporter he could not 
understand why sheriff’s deputies should 
come in and ask to see his mercantile 
tax receipts, as it was not their business 
to enforce city ordinances. 


These representatives of the sheriff, 
he said, always made it a point to in- 
form him that they were working to 
keep chiselers out of town. 

“What do they mean by chiselers?” 
Schwartz asked. “If they're trying to 
break gambling, why don’t they go to 
some of the known gambling or gyp 
joints? 


“With Fourth of July coming om I 
don’t want to be closed up. But my tax 
fees are paid, and I don’t expect to pay 
five cents to anybody else to stay open.” 

Schwartz declared that no gambling is 
permitted in his parlors, explaining that 
checks are given players for points 
scored, and that various merchandise in 
his shop can be obtained for varying 
numbers of points. The checks can never 
be turned in for cash, he said. 

He didn’t object, he said, to being 
checked up on by police, because that’s 
their business, but he doesn’t like men 
in uniform sent in to do the checking. 

Joseph F. Farrell, mercantile tax col- 
lector, when asked about the case, said 
he had had no difficulties of any kind 
with Schwartz about mercantile fees, 
and that he had never had anyone in- 
vestigating the bagatelle parlor. 


While a member of the grand jury, 
Schwartz sought indictment of the come 
missioners on charges of malfeasance 
and misfeasance in office. in connection 
with the tax office shortage and failure 
to properly bond certain officials. He 
also asked an investigation of the coun- 
terfeit city scrip, and later sought to 
have an elisor grand jury appointed to 
conduct an investigation in the city. 

Schwartz said he wondered if the in- 
terest manifested 1n his business might 
be an echo of his grand jury activities.

Jobber Slams Back-Door 
Business Trade Tactics 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 3.—The newly 
formed Coin-o-Matic Sales Organization 
here is establishing a new precedent 
that should, according to M. S. Gisser, 
help build good will and a better under- 
standing of the trade on the part of 
operator as well as customer. The firm 
is using advertisements in The Post- 
Gazette and The Press and signed a 
contract for a musical radio program 
over WWSW Wednesday evenings at 
8:30. Heretofore local jobers shied from 
any publicity or advertisements that 
would tell of their trade. 


“Which is a major fault,” Mr. Gisser 
stated. “For the life of me, I cannot 
understand why we should continue do- 
ing back-door business. Our machines 
are licensed and are perfectly legal. We 
should display them in our windows as 
any other legal merchandise. The way 
some of the jobbers are handling their 
products at present, customers have a 
right to believe that they deal with 
stolen or illegal goods. Tell them what 
you have to sell and advertise in the 
same way other industries do.” 


Mr. Gisser and Ben Stein, co-man- 
agers, hope to induce the local jobbers 
to form an association of their own and 
work co-operatively. They would like 
to use co-operative ads in the newspa- 
pers and work for the mutual benefit 
of the operators. An established price 
for used machines should be in effect, 
in the opinion of Mr. Gisser. “We 
should encourage trade-ins and not see 
old machines in locations where they 
have outplayed their usefulness,” h- 
added.

Manufacturers’ Assn. in 
Protest on New Coinage 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—That the National 
Association of Coin-Operated Machine 
Manufacturers had protested against the 
new coins proposed by the U. 8S. Treas- 
ury was made known in a bulletin is- 
sued August 2 by C. S. Darling, secre- 
tary. The bulletin to members said: 

“Newspaper reports indicate plans of 
the administration at Washington to 
mint new coins having values of one 
mill and five mills. 

“Today's paper indicates that a bill 
authorizing the Treasury to issue any 
coin of value less than one cent was 
referred to the House committee on 
coinage, weights and measures and dis- 
approved because the powers given the 
Treasury under this bill were too broad. 

“Chairman A. L. Somers of this com- 
mittee is reported to have appointed 
a subcommittee to consider the matter 
further. 

“This office has filed protests against 
the coinage of any new coins which 
would interfere with the operation of 
coin-operated machines. 

“You are urged to file immediate pro- 
tests with the President, with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury (Hon. Henry 
Morgenthau Jr.) and with Hon. Andrew 
L. Somers, chairman committee on coin- 
age, weights and measures, House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

“You are requested also to supply this 
office at once with specific information 
as to the limits of diameters and thick- 
nesses of coins which would interfere 
with the operation of your machines, 
and similar limiting figures for coins 
which would not interfere with the op- 
eration of your machines.” 


Cohn Boosting 
New York Meet 


NEW YORK, Aug, 3.—Nat Cohn re- 
turned this week from an extended 
cruise of Northern waters where he en- 
joyed the sights of icebergs and claims 
he was forced to wear ear muffs every 
day. In Newfoundland he saw his first 
Eskimos and said that they looked so 
warm he was forced to’ remove his ear 
muffs, and doing so almost froze off 
his ears.

Have Advantage 


DETROIT, Aug. 3. — Taxation in a 


variety of forms has oppressed the coin- + 


machine industry to the point that the 
Mechanical Sales Company, large Detroit 
manufacturer and operator, has decided 
to liquidate its vending machine busi- 
ness and to go out of the field entirely. 
The company has been disposing of all its 
machines to individual operators who 
handled some of its machines and selling 
the rest as surplus equipment. 

The Mechanical Sales Company for- 
merly operated 2,800 selective cigaret 
venders, putting out the Smoketeria 
model, This was the first company, it is 
believed, ever to produce a_ selective 
cigaret vender in 1925 and it has steadily 
pursued a policy of manufacturing and 
operating its own machines, 

Explaining the company’s stand, Albert 
P. Weidman, secretary and treasurer, told 
The Billboard reporter: 

“The 3 per cent Michigan sales tax has 
been virtually the final blow, making 
business unprofitable for the large op- 
erator. The State is trying to collect 
this sales tax from the operator instead 
of from the location owner and it is 
financially impossible. 

“With cigarets selling at 15 cents per 
package the margin for the operator is 
three and eight-tenths cents only. Two 
cents is the average commission to the 
location owner and one cent is required 
to pay basic operating costs. This allows 
only eight-tenths of a cent per package 
to pay the sales tax, take care of unex- 
pected expenses and make a profit. 

“Our first serious blow was the Detroit 
licensing tax—-a cigaret tax imposed a 
year or more ago finally, by which every 
location had to have a separate license 
at $5 per year. This meant, in a great 
majority of cases, that we had to buy the 
license for the location owner who re- 
fused to pay the fee, altho the law sup- 
posedly placed the burden of the license, 
on the store owner rather than the op- 
erator. 

“In a good many instances the operator 
was at the store owner’s entire mercy. 
A few days after paying $5 to get the 
store a license the operator might have a 
minor dispute with the location and lose 
the locaticn, but the store owner would 
have the right, and exercised in a num- 
ber of instances, to put in some com- 
petitor’s machine, using up the balance 
of the year’s license without any charge. 

“The federal, State, city and county 
taxes that are being forced upon cor- 
porations today are making business life 
impossible. The large operator in the 
coin-machine industry cannot compete 
with the smaller man. 

“The whole trend of the industry, con- 
trary to the opinion of some leaders of 
the industry, is going to be toward the 
smaller and smaller operator, not the 
other way. The man with 50 or 75 ma- 
chines cah operate right from the base- 
ment of his home and does not feed the 
expensive overhead which eats into the 
profits of the large operator. Further- 
more, the small operator is practically 
uncheckable as far as tax returns to the 
State are concerned, while the large op- 
erator with a business place obviously 
cannot escape. 

“Up to about two years ago practically 
all cigaret venders were sold on an ex- 
clusive franchise basis—presenting an ob- 
ject lesson to the rest of the coin-ma- 
chine industry in the fate that has over- 
taken them. But the franchise holders 
were not able to take up the machines 


as fast as the manufacturing companies 
thought they should. There were prac- 
tically only five machines on the market 
and this meant thet there were five op- 
erators in a territory like Detroit with 
200 to 600 machines apiece. 

“Today the picture is reversed. There 
are 60 to 65 cigaret machine operators in 
the city, with 10 to 50 machines apiece. 
The manufacturers withdrew the ex- 
clusive territory contracts and sold ma- 
chines to men who could not get them 
before. As a result the smaller operator 
began to-increase the commission to the 
location owner, which he could afford to 
de by reason of his lowered operating 
cost in comparison with a large operator 
with a regular business establishment. 

“With these conditions, culminating in 
the State sales tax, facing us, the Me- 
chanical Sales Company has decided to 
liquidate and go out of the business 
entirely.” 


Expansion Brings Changes 
In Plant and Personnel 


BUFFALO, Aug. 3.—Important de- 
velopments, as 2 result of its expansion 
program, have brought about changes in 
the plant and personnel of the Auto- 
matic Industries, Inc., coin-machine 
firm here. 


Owing to a sky-rocketing sales in- 
crease, which has taxed its present plant 
beyond capacity, W. P. Vetterman, for- 
merly New York manager for Automatic 
Industries, has been transferred to Buf- 
falo, in charge of main plant operations. 
Tom Reilly is succeeding Mr. Vetterman 
at the New York office, 200 Hudson 
street. These changes are effective as of 
August 1. 


The announcement was made by E. H. 
Lorenz, divisional sales manager at 
Buffalo, in disclosing that negotiations 
now are under way to acquire additional 
plant facilities to handle the business 
resulting from sales which reached a 
new high level in July. 


In speaking of the expansion program 
Mr. Lorenz said: “We expect no letup in 
activity. The outlook is more than 
promising, and we believe that the un- 
usual growth of Automatic Industries 
is another indication of a new swing 
forward to prosperity in this industry. 

“Tripling of last year’s record busi- 
ness,” Mr. Lorenz continued, “is the 
goal set for this year. Within the next 
60 days a 75 per cent increase in per- 
sonnel is contemplated together with an 
enlarged jobbing organization to repre- 
sent Automatic Industries in its New 
England, Middle Atlantic and Midwest- 
ern Canadian territory.” 


In addition, Automatic Industries, 
Inc., has within the last 30 days opened 
its own advertising department, mail- 
order division and installed new plant 
equipment for the purpose of manufac- 
turing, reconditioning and servicing of 
all types of pinball games, boards, dig- 
gers, vending machines, etc.

Form association in Nash- 
ville to seek reduction in 
State tax

NASHVILLE, Aug. 3.—Tennessee op- 
erators, jobbers and distributors of coin- 
operated machines met at the office of 
H. G. Payne Company in Nashville on 
July 28 and formed a State association. 
Nearly 40 men from some 20 different 
towns and cities thruout the State were 
present, and after brief talks: by several 
coinmen the following officers were 
elected: H. C. Payne, Nashville, presi- 
dent; S. L. Stanley, Memphis, vice-presi- 
dent; O. H. Higgins, Nashville, secretary- 
manager; R. E. Griffin, Nashville, treas- 
urer. Directors elected were N. J. Hub- 
bard, Knoxville; J. R. Towater, Jackson; 
J. R. Coleman, Tullahoma; Wolf Sadi- 
koff, Chattanooga; Ira D. Seay, ‘Paris, 
and Jourd White, Union City. 

One of the prime reasons for the 
meeting was the special 20-day session 
of the Tennessee Legislature, at which 
had been introduced two bills which 
would still further increase the already 
excessive taxation on coin-operated ma- 
chines. One of these bills affected 
amusement tables only, while the other 
covered every type of coin-operated ma- 
chine. 

The operators realized that in the 
past, thru lack of co-operative action, 
bills to increase the taxes on their ma- 
chines had met with no effective opposi- 
tion and that their business had suf- 
fered greatly as a result of higher taxes 
levied at the regular session of: the 
Legislature this year. 

The organization of the State associa- 
tion has made it possible to co-ordinate 
the legal activities of the industry tn 
Tennessee and to retain one of the best 
law firms in the State to represent 
them. The first act of this counsel was 
to draft new legislation, which met with 
the approval of all members of the in- 
dustry, and this bill has been presented 
to the Legislature. 

The National Association of Coin- 
Operated Machine Manufacturers as- 
sisted in planning and carrying out this 
organization meeting. C. S. Darling, 
secretary, and H. B. Gibson, field repre- 
sentative, were both present at Nash- 
ville to assist in making plans, and Mr. 
Gibson was present and took an active 
part in the meeting on the 28th. 

Following that meeting, Mr. Gibson 
also attended local group meetings in 
Chattanooga and Memphis. At the Chat- 
tanooga meeting the following local of- 
ficers were elected: President, J. W. 
Kline; vice-president, Oscar Boggess; 
secretary-treasurer, Wolf Sadikoff, and 
directors, W. C. Bowen, Oscar Boggess, J. 
W. Kelly, William Moesser, J. W. Kline, 
Wolf Sadikoff and John Garner. The 
president of the Memphis group is Harry 
ee and the secretary is Walter 

Db. 

At the State meeting and at the two 
local meetings there was a great deal of 
enthusiasm for the formation of the as- 
sociation and the constructive program 
adopted.

Astrology Has 
Popular Appeal 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3—A new type 
of machine which has spread quietly 
but has, nevertheless, captured keen 
interest among the Washington popula- 
tion is the coin-operated fortune-telling 
device. The machine is regarded by 
some operators as the “what next” idea 
for adding greater variety to operating 
routes. With others it will be a spe- 
cializing business. 

Observers here look with interest to- 
ward the modern interpretation of the 
oldest forecast system known to man, 
namely, astrology, which never seems to 
fail in its attraction to the human race. 
Pinball is by no means thru, the new 
device might well be a valuable ap- 
pendage to the sport center, altho this 
correspondent has seen no evidences of 
it as yet in any of the leading sport 
centers of the Capital City. 

The machine first made its appear- 
ance in the lobby of the Keith Theater, 
which is only a few steps from the 
White House, and in only a few weeks 
has grossed, according to reports, some 
$300 a week. 

This type of machine, according to 
reports here, seems to appeal to both 
men and women who would not ordi- 
narily be attracted to the pinball games. 
Should they become popular as the pin- 
ball game is at the present time it 
would well adapt itself to parties who 
would go from one to another simply 
for the purpose of matching the fore- 
casts of one machine with those of 
another. 

As an example of what might be 
termed a change in public trend, it is 
interesting to look toward an experiment 
carried on in the Whelan drug store 
here a week or so ago. The company 
employed the services of a fortune 
teller free of charge to the customers.

Abiding by the old adage that “coming 
events cast their shadows before them,” 
any change in public trend which in 
any way might affect the pinball in- 
dustry may well be taken into con- 
sideration. 

According to all reports from the 
other side, the forecast machine is going 
like a house afire. Many of them have 
become popular favorites among the 
British public and have shown marked 
optimistic results. They have widened 
their scope, branching off from astrology 
to pure forecasting of the future. Along 
this line there appears to be no limit 
to the novel and attractive receipts 
which the purchaser may obtain from 
them.
